Strieker n<kcd to be transferred from 


his present position to the police depart- 
ment as a patrolman. Passolt has there- 
fore asked that the ordinance proscribing 
the personnel of the police department bo 
amended. In effect, the ordinance will al- 
low for one more patrolman while elimi- 
nating tho position of captain. 


The position of captain Is currently 


lield by Peter Guttllla. However, as part 
of the changes Guttllla will move up to 
police chief and leave the slot of captain 
vacant. 


IIORCHEIl IS replacing Strieker as ad- 


mlnlslratlvc assistant, but the position of 
director of public safety Is being dis- 
continued. Since the current ordinance 
created Strieker's Job as a combined po- 
sition, tho ordinance must be rewritten. 


PnMolt, however, Is essentially asking 


that tho Job of administrative assistant 
be rewritten. He has asked that Her- 
Cher's duties Include purchasing agent 
for the village, helping with budget prep- 
arations, assisting with the village bus 
and other staff assignments. 


These are all functions that arc not 


specified In the current ordinance. In tho 
new ordinance, several functions of the 
old Job will be eliminated. 


IIOIlCIIKIt WILL not have any control 


o\er police, fire or Civil Defense, he will 
not be personnel officer, and he will not 
have budgetary control over police, fire 
and civil defense. 


Horcher also will not assume the duties 


of the village manager when Passolt Is 
out of town. 


The village board will rule on the 


amendments when they aro returned by 
the village attorney. The men arc ex- 
pected to take the new positions on 
March?. 


asked the ruling be delayed so new evi- 
dence could be Introduced. He told the

The residents who filed the suit arc ob- 


jecting to rczonlng of 47 lots In the area 
for multi-family development. They con- 
tend such zoning Is spot-zoning, and does 
not take Into consideration the single- 
family homes now In the area.

IP THE COURT grants the defense 


motion, however, final decision in the 
cose would have to be delayed until vil- 
lage zoning hearings are held and voted 
on by tho village board. 


Public hearings on the rczonlng of the 


Strong Street property are scheduled for 
7:30 p m. March 20. It will be at least' 
another week before the village board ' 
can vote on recommendations from tho 
zoning board. Therefore, any decision In 
the case could be delayed well into April. 


Strong Street residents who brought 


the suit contend the village's attempts to 
rczone their property arc designed to In- 
fluence the outcome of this case. 


Tho village, however claims the rczon- 


lng would not affect tho judge's ruling. 
Officials say rczonlng would merely 
stimulate dcielopment In the area.

Here, Joanne Tracey, left, and Kim 
Zommer practice for ihe cookie crusade., 


Strong'Street zoning feud draws ruling 
Village board votes limits on talks

Responding to heated discussion at last 


week's Wheeling Village Board meeting, 
tho village trustees Monday night moved 
to restrict discussion before the board to 
non-political matters. 


Trustee Michael Valcnza said last 


week's lengthy discussion on rczonlng 
tho W. Strong Street neighborhood for 
multi-family development had Included 
matters that should not have been dis- 
cussed at the meeting. 


"After last Monday, the impression I 


got was that this council was being used 
as a political football arena," he said. 


Valcnza said persons who wished to 


speak to the board should be allowed to 
do so. "But when people come before 
this board for political gain, that Is 
wrong," he sold. 


THE TRUSTEE said the board made 


two mistakes in allowing the discussion 
to take place. He said much of the dis- 


cussion pertained to a current court 
case, and as such was pending litigation, 
which should not have been discussed. 


Valcnza said the board also should not 


have recognized persons who wished to 
address it as political candidates. The 
trustee was referring to Harold Fagan, 
Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) 
candidate for village trustee, who ad- 
dressed the board at length on the rezon- 
ing. 


Despite catcalling In the audience, Va- 


lcnza asked the board to establish ground 
rules for persons addressing it. Other 
trustees agreed with Valcnza about the 
political nature of the Strong Street dis- 
cussion, but questioned what type of con- 
trols could be instituted. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon pointed 


out there was already an ordinance es- 
tablishing procedure for persons to ver- 
bally address tho board. 


THAT ORDINANCE states verbal cor- 


respondence must be reported to the vil- 
lage clerk no later than noon on the Sat- 
urday before the meeting. It further 
states any person wishing to address the 
board must state what business he wish- 
es to discuss. 


"That Is the way it must be or the 


ordinance must be changed," Scanlon 
said. 


Scanlon relied on this ordinance earlier 


in the evening when Maureen Pitt, 294 
W. Strong St., asked to read a letter to 
the board on the proposed rczonlng. Ho 
told Mrs. Pitt the matter was not on the 
agenda and was pending litigation. He 
said that since she had not submitted a 
request to address the board as pros- 
cribed in the ordinance, the letter could 
not be read. 


Mrs. Pitt and several other Strong 


Street residents showed their displeasure 
with the board's action by shouting ob- 


jections from the audience. Fagan asked 
for the right to reply to the board's 
charges, but the board refused to recog- 
nize him. 


"I'M A CITIZEN as well as a candi- 


date and you cannot deny me," Fagan 
said over Scanlon's call for order. 


"One more outburst and I'm going to 


ask a sergcant-at-arms remove that 
man," Valcnza said of Fagan's continued 
objections. 


Later In the meeting, Trustee Albert 


Lang asked that the board amend the 
ordinance governing verbal 
commu- 


nications. He said since the village office 
is not open on Saturday, the deadline for 
r e q u e s t i n g verbal communications 
should be noon Friday. 


The board voted to direct the attorney 


to draw up an amended version of the 
ordinance. Trustee John Koeppen was 
absent from the meeting.

More than a dozen in area since 968 
Bus mishaps nothing new 


TO AVOID an accident, school but 
signal light* arc chccktd prior to 
picking up children.

More than a dozen school bus acci- 


dents with Injuries have occurred In the 
Northwest suburbs since 1968, according 
(o Herald records, and an accident In- 
volving a bus and automobile in Schaum- 
burg yesterday Is the filth accident with 
Injuries Involving Schaumburg Township 
residents. 


The only school bus-related deaths in 


the Northwest suburbs occurred in 
January, 1968, when two high school stu- 
dents died In a crash at the Buffalo 
Grove-Palatine roads intersection. Both 
girls were Wheeling High School students 
and had been passengers in a car that 
collided with a school bus transporting 
kindergarten and first grade children 
from DUt. 23's John Mulr School in Pros- 
pect Heights. - 


None of the 29 children in the bus at 


the time were seriously Injured but 10 
were admitted to Northwest Community 
Hospital for treatment. 


ONE HUNDRED second graders from 


Dist. 54's Winston Churchill School, 
Schaumburg, on a field trip, were In- 
volved in an accident at the corner of 
Palatine and Schoenbeck roads In Pros- 
pect Heights In June, 1972. 


About 30 persons, including children, 


mother chaperones, and a teacher were 
Injured when the second of two school 
buses slammed into the rear of the first 
bus at a stoplight. No serious Injuries re- 
sulted. 


In January, 1971, two children and 


three adults were injured in a collision of 
an auto and school bus carrying 31 chil- 
dren home from SL Peter Lutheran 
School, Schaumburg. 
A Schaumburg 


Transportation Co. bus collided with a 
cor in Hoffman Estates. Both the bus 
driver and driver of the car were 
charged with driving too fast for condi- 
tions. Injuries were minor. 


MINOR INJURIES resulted in Octo- 


ber, 1969, when a Palatine-Rolling Mead- 


ows Dist. 15 school bus collided with a 
truck at Hicks and Rand Roads. 
- Nine persons were injured, seven of 
them children, In the accident. The bus 
carried 35 children en route from Lake 
Louise Elementary School to Pinehurst 
Manor, unincorporated Palatine. 


Most recent accidents, with Injuries In- 


volving buses occurred Feb. S and Feb. 
14. In the earlier collision, seven persons 
were injured, one seriously, when a 
school bus and auto crashed near Elm- 
hurst Road and Touhy Avenue, in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. All the 
Injured were In the car and the school 
bus was empty at the time of the mis- 
hap. 


The Feb. 14 accident resulted when a 


school bus struck an Elk Grove Village 
resident as he was crossing Hlggins 
Road near the Park 'n Shop Center. John 
Mlchala, 72, of 542 Willow Ln. sustained 
a skull fracture and multiple Injuries. No 
passengers were aboard the bus.

Key Barrett trial figure testifies again 
Don't owe taxes on bribe: Meyers 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Irving II. Meyers testified in the feder- 


al trial of Cook County Clerk Edward J. 
Barrett yesterday he didn't think he 
should owe taxes on $180,000 in bribes 
"because I never kept the money." 


Meyers said he never should have had 


any tax liability on the money, even 
though he admitted he had pleaded guilty 
to federal tax evasion charges. 


Meyer* made his statements yesterday 


afternoon before Federal District Court 
Judge Richard Austin and a sequestered 
Jury In response to questions from Bar- 
rett's attorney Thomas Foran. 


Meyers, a former official of the Shoup 


Voting Machine Co., testified Monday he 
paid Barrett f 180,000 In bribes get Cook 
County to buy 900 Shoup machines. 


U N D E R cross-examination Meyers 


also said: 


• His legal fees were paid by Shoup 


even though he no longer worked for tho 
company. 


• If the federal government had a $1 


million tax judgement against him ho 
would bo "ruined for life." 


• The bribes he gave to Barrett were 


In $50 and $100 cash denominations. 


Meyers denied Inventing his story that 


at Barrett's request he hiked voting ma- 
chine prices In Cook County by $100 per 
machine to provide money for Barrett's 
bribes. 


He said he didn't know Illinois state 


statutes require Cook County to buy a 
specific number of voting machines. He 
also said he didn't know the Shoup ma- 
chine was adopted as tho official voting 
machine In Cook County long before Bar- 
rett became county clerk. 


YESTERDAY morning Judge Austin 


again denied a defense request to have 
tho jury dismissed and a mistrial de- 
clared. Defense Ally. James Casey based 
his argument for the dismissal, this time, 
on a comment by the judge. 


Austin Implied Monday, Casey sold, 


that a 20-mlnute early dismissal re- 
quested by the defense to study grand 
jury records was an inconvenience to the 
sequestered Barrett jury. 


Meyers denied under Foran's question- 


Ing ho had lost the $180,000 gambling or 


spending It on high living, rather than by 
bribing Barrett. 


In his questions Foran charged Meyers 


had fabricated his testimony to get a 
break from the Internal Revenue Service 
on back taxes he owed on the bribe mon- 
ey. To each of the Foran's charges, Mey- 
ers responded vlth a cool, "No, sir." 


Meyers said he knew of only two safe 


deposit boxes in a Pennsylvania bank 
where money used by Shoup for bribes of 
public officials and campaign contribu- 
tions was kept, even though Foran In- 
dicated testimony In another case and 
bank records revealed a total of nine 
safe deposit boxes. 


MEYERS recounted paying bribes to 


five public officials for a total of $630,000 
and said the company made political 
contributions totaling an average of 
$30,000 per year. When the various fig- 
ures he had listed totaled $80,000 more 
than he had previously ever testified, 
Meyers sold his figures were only ap- 
proximations. 


Meyers said three other men In his 


company knew about the scheme he used 


Woman indicted for $15,000 theft 


A Mount Prospect woman was Indicted 


by the Cook County Grand Jury yester- 
day on charges she stole more than 
$15,000 from the trade association in Des 
Plalnes for which she worked as a book- 
keeper. 


The woman, Bertha Garcia, of 1727 Bo- 


nltn St., Mount Prospect, was charged In 
a three-count indictment with stealing 
$15.318 over a four-month period from 
the Paper Industry Management Associ- 
ation of 2570 E. Devon Avc., DCS Plalnes. 
The association is a not-for-profit corpo- 
ration. 


A spokesman for the state's attorney's 


office said Mrs. Garcia Is believed to 
have deposited tho money In the account 
of LaRonda Coiffures, a beauty salon for- 
merly at Rand and Camp McDonald 
roods In Arlington Height*. Mrs. Garcia 
was believed to be a co-owner of the 
shop. 


Colin Simpson, assistant state's attor- 


any In the Financial Crimes Division, 
said Mrs. Garcia would be notified of the 


Indictment by mail and will be instructed 
to appear in Judge Jospch Powers court 
March 8 for arraignment. 


SIMPSON SAID the first of the three 


counts in the indictment charges Mrs. 
Garcia wltli stealing and obtaining unau- 
thorized control over 25 checks made out 
to tho association between Jan. 1, 1972 
and April 1, 1972. Tho checks amounted 
to $15,316, Simpson said. 


He said the second count charges the 


woman with exerting unauthorized con- 
trol over the checks and tho third count 
charges her with theft by deception of 
the same checks. 


Mrs. Garcia previously was employed 


for about five years as the comptroller of 
the private Rolling Green Country Club 
on Rand Road In Arlington Heights. 


She reportedly left the employ of tho 


club shortly after a $140,000 shortage In 
the club's bank account was revealed in 
August 1970. 


NO CRIMINAL charges were filed In 


connection with tho shortage. The coun- 


try club later sued the First Arlington 
National Bank, charging the bank with 
negligence In the bank's handling of the 
club's account. 


The suit, which still is pending In the 


county circuit court, alleged that begin- 
ning in May 1966 and continuing until 
April 1970 checks made payable to the 
club were cashed by one or more club 
employes who were not authorized to en- 
dorse the checks. 


A spokesman for the bank nt the time 


denied the charges, saying, "That club 
has the poorest records of any organiza- 
tion I've seen in quite awhile. "Ho said 
officers of the club had requested, over a 
four-year period, the bank cash the 
checks for employes.

currently receives $17,500 a year, while 
Pres.

Board, from $5,000 a year to $7,500 a 
year.

Foran's questioning showed Meyers 


paid bribes 25 different times though he 
and other Shoup officials had been into 
the safe deposit boxes 380 times. Meyers 
said the people he gave checks to, as a 
scheme to get cash, returned his half of 
the money to him In'small individual 
payments. Each time he got such a pay- 
ment he would put it In the safe deposit 
box, he said.

the lack of n safe walking route to Buf- 
falo Grove High School. 


The board heard a request for the bus- 


inc from Joseph Clcslcwicz. of £07 E. 
llackbcrry, Arlington Heights, a repre- 
sentative of residents of the Northgatc 
and Berkeley Square subdivisions in Ar- 
lington Heights and the Mill Creek subdi- 
vision In Buffalo Grove. 


Cleslewicz told the board that residents 


of his area felt that walking to the school 
along Arlington Heights and Dundee 
roads Mould be unsafe because of the 
condition of the two roads, both of which 
arc scheduled for reconstruction by the 
slate within the next few years. 


THE AltKAS of the subdivisions along 


Arlington Heights road arc within I1! 
miles of the school. The school district 
must provide free bus transportation for 
students living more than ll> miles from 
a school. 


CIHowlct told the board, "I myself, 


and I've talked to a lot of other people, 
would rather have my child walk to 
school If It was safe but we'd like busing 
until there is a safe way to walk." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board he 


had driven through the area and agreed 
that the available walking routes were 
hazardous. He ssld It may be possible (o 
provide onc-or two-stop shuttle bus ser- 
vice to the areas without having to add 
extra buses. 


The district now provides shuttle bus 


service to three areas In the district, two 
near Forest View High School and one 
near Wheeling High School. In shuttle 
service, buses make the shuttle runs fol- 
lowing regular runs and the school dis- 


trict docs not have to pay bus companies 
for additional buses.

Mr*. Elaine Edfon has been charged 


with two counts of murder In the beating 
deaths of her daughters In their Rolling 
Meadows home Monday. 


Mrs. Edfors Is accused of bludgeoning 


to death with a hammer her 8-year-old 
daughter Pamela and 9-year-old daugh- 
ter Debbie. A third child, Tlmmy, 6, was 
playing with neighbors when the beatings 
occurred. 


Police have not yet questioned Mrs. 


Edfors, who has remained unconscious 
since Monday. A police matron has been 
posted at the hospital to guard her, Po- 
lice Chief Lewis R. Cose said yesterday. 


THE VICTIMS WEItE found In their 


home at 3600 Jay Ln. Debbie was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital. Pamela was rush- 
ed to Evanston Hospital for emergency 
ncurosurgcry late Monday suffering sev- 
ere head Injuries. 


A hospital spokesman said she died In 


surgery at 11:53 p.m. Monday. 


Rolling Meadows police filed 
the 


charges against the 34-year-old Mrs. Ed- 
fors yesterday morning while she lay un- 
conscious In serious condition at North- 
w e s t Community Hospital. Hospital 
spokesman Jock Ryon said Mrs. Edfors' 
condition had been deteriorating through 
the day. 


SHE 
SUSTAINED apparent sclf-ln- 


fllctcd cuts on her wrists and throat dur- 
ing the Incident Monday, but Ryon said 
her condition was not worsening because 
of her physical wounds. 


He would not elaborate. However, po- 


lice have speculated Mrs. Edors had tak- 
en some kind of medication prior to the 
beatings.

The results of autopsies 
performed yesterday and the contents of 
several letters found at the Edfors home 
Monday will also be revealed at the in- 
quest, Case said. 


Case said the bloodstained notes were 


written by Mrs. Edfors, but he has de- 
clined to comment on their contents. 


The murders arc believed to have tak- 


en place sometime Monday afternoon, po- 
lice said. Jerry Scholl, principal al Jonas 
Salk School where the Edfors children 
were enrolled, told Case yesterday two 
teachers saw Mrs. Edfors waiting to pick 
up the girls at noon Monday. 


According to the teachers' report, Mrs. 


Edfors did not pick up the girls by auto. 
Police said the family's 1968 Buick Sky- 
lark was found after the incident near 
the family home. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said the children 


were In the habit of going home for lunch 
but that Mrs. Edfors did not normally 
pick them up. The teachers sold Mrs. 
Edfors waited only for Debbie and Pa- 
mela and not their brother Tlmmy, Case 
said. 


Scholl told Case the two girls did not 


return to school In the afternoon but that 
Tlmmy was In attendance all day. 


Pamela was a third-grader at the 


school and Debbie was a fourth-grader. 


Case also said Edfors told police he 


had tried to phone his wife at their home 
at about 5 p.m. Monday but could not 
reach her.

New bid for appointment of judges 


A renewed attempt to Institute "merit 


appointment" rather than election of 
Judges will be made In the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly. 


A proposed constitutional amendment 


designed to overcome Downstato opposi- 
tion that blocked the plan In 1970 will be 
Introduced In the House of Representa- 
tives by Rep. Brian Duff. R-Wllmette. A 
companion measure will be Introduced in 
the Senate by Sen. Harris Fawcll, 
K-Nnpcrv!IIc. 


Voters In Cook County and five other 


counties voted for the elimination of 
judiciary elections in a 1970 referendum 
on the new state constitution, but the 
proposition was defeated in the other 97 


counties of the state. 


The new approach, drawn by the Illi- 


nois Commission on Courts and Justice, 
would provide that merit selection of 
judges would be instituted in Cook Coun- 
ty, and that other court districts In Illi- 
nois would be given the option of holding 
localized referendum* to substitute ap- 
pointment of Judges for elections. 


DUFF SAID the revised measure has 


wide bipartisan support and the backing 
of a long list of civic and professional 
organizations. 


More than 30 legislators will cosponsor 


the proposed amendment, many of them 
from suburban Cook County. Co-sponsors 
from the Northwest suburbs include Rep. 


Education Today...by Wandalyn Rice 
A study: the Shrug-Shouldered Official 


Newspaper reporters and birdwatchers 


have a lot In common. Birdwatchers ob- 
serve birds and reporters watch public 
officials. 


And, like devoted birdwatchers, report- 


ers enjoy cataloguing the strange and 
mystical behavior of their prey In their 
native habitat. 


For example, In Just the lust few 


weeks I've seen good examples of the 
two kinds of behavior that fall under the 
general category "why-the-hcll-docs-ony- 
body-care-what-wc're doing." 


This behavior In public officials Is 


characterized by a certain off-handed so- 
crotlteness, rather than deliberate de- 
ceit, and when challenged, the official 
exhibiting this behavior tends to cither 
ruffle his feathers defensively or look 
sheepish. 


A prime example of this behavior In 


the aggressive sense came Just last 
Thursday at about 10:30 p.m. at the High 
School Dlst. 211 board meeting. 


AT THAT TIME. I asked for a copy of 


a report the board had discussed briefly 
earlier in the meeting. During the dis- 
cussion board members had made gener- 
al references to "open lunch" and 
changes In student scheduling. One board 
member had said the proposals In the 
report "could affect every family In the 
district" and the board members agreed 
they wanted to get public reaction to the 
Ideas. 


Even so, vtith that discussion as back- 


ground, when I asked for the report, 
which had not been Included In my pack- 
et of material* for the board meeting, 
board Prcs. Robert Creek showed all tho 
signs of aggressive "why-the-hell" be- 
havior. 


The board had not discussed the report 


In public, Creek said, In the nonsensical 
manner which often characterizes "why- 
Ihe-hell" behavior. And the board had 
not acted on It. he said, and, though he 
didn't say it, he clearly wanted to say 
"Why the hell do you want tho report 
anyway?" 


After a display of considerable irrita- 


tion, also characteristic of aggressive 
"why-thc-hcll" behavior, Creek muttered 
that "You're making a mountain out of a

molehill" — and gave me the report. The 
report contained proposals for allowing 
students to leave school during lunch 
(open lunch) and for tightening up en pe- 
nalties for class-cutting and truancy. 
They mny never be adopted, but the 
board member was right — If they are 
they will affect every family in Dlst. 211 
In one way or another. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE of passive "why- 


Ihc-hell" behavior occurred the week be- 
fore, although the exact time and place 
arc hard to locate. At some point, 
though, officials from Harper College 
asked to appear at the Arlington Heights 
Village board meeting where they would 
formally request that a piece of land be 
designated by the village for their second 
campus. 


When they did this, It apparently never 


occurred to those officials that anyone 
\\oulcl be Interested in that action. So, 
when one of our reporters spotted the 
reference to a proposed Harper second 
campus on the village board agenda, I 
called the school and was met with some 
stammering explanations. 


Unlike Creek, who became aggressive 


when asked a question, the Harper offi- 
cials looked sheepish and obviously felt a 
little silly. It just hadn't occurred to 
them that anyone would want to know 
about that site before the village board 
meeting — after all, they nearly said, 
"why-thc-hcll..." 


The fact that Harper may someday 


have a campus at the corner of Palatine 
and Schocnbcck roads is, of course, of 
Interest — both tho nearby neighbors of 
the property and to til the residents of 


Wheeling Township who may then find 
the school easier to reach. In Us own 
way, the Harper second site affects as 
many people as the open lunch proposal 
In Dlst. 211. 


These arc Just two examples of behav- 


ior that is characteristic of most elected 
officials, from President Nixon to the 
lowliest library board member, at one 
time or another. 


EVERY OFFICIAL will, when asked, 


firmly uphold the right of the public to 
know the actions and plans of their elect- 
ed representatives. Each will declare it 
Is his duty to be responsive to those who 
elected him. 


However, that same official will at 


some point exhibit passive "why-the- 
hell" behavior by taking some action or 
making some plan without ever thinking 
about telling anyone about it The official 
will then be surprised that anyone is un- 
happy with him. 


Many officials will show aggressive 


"why-thc-hcll" behavior when subjects 
they know may be controversial come 
up. Aggressive behavior usually means 
the official, Instead of overlooking his 
duty to Inform the public, wants to con- 
trol the timing and way It Is informed. 
The public, .after all, can be irrational 
and unpredictable and it is better to 
carefully orchestrate the way it gets in- 
formation, or so the official reasons. 


"\Vhy-the-hell" behavior must always 


be distinguished 
from '"you'll-ncver- 


catch-mo" behavior, even though out- 
ward signs arc similar. "You'll-ncvcr- 
cntch-mo" behavior is characterized by 
more deliberate and malevolent secrecy, 
because the official with that behavior 
pattern is doing something very bad — 
like stealing or buying race track stock. 


The "why-thc-hcll" type is much more 


common, however, and Is one of the 
things that make roiorters' Jobs inter- 
esting and trying at tho same time. 


"Why-the-hell" behavior may also be 


one cause of the lack of confidence 
people have in government — In their 
feeling that elected officials don't care 
about them. 


But that's tho subject for another col- 


umn.

Duff, newly appointed chairman of the 


House Judiciary Committee, said the 
proposed amendment is a major part of 
his announced effort for extensive re- 
form of the Illinois system of justice. 


He said that "taking the selection of 


judges out of politics" Is a much-needed 
part of judicial reform. 


UNDER THE proposal, Judicial candi- 


dates would be nominated by nonpartl- 
san nominating commissions composed 
of a majority of laymen. 


The commissions would submit three 


nominees to the governor for positions on 
the Supreme Court, Appellate Courts and 
the Cook County Circuit Court. 


Following the nominations, there would 


be a 28-day waiting period in which the 
public would be given an opportunity to 
examine the nominees and voice their 
opinions to the governor. If the governor 
then failed to select one of the nominees, 
tho appointment would be made by the 
Supreme Court. 


SUPPORT FOR merit appointment of 


judges In Cook County, largely Republi- 
can-generated, stems from the fact that 
voters must choose dozens of judges in 
each election, few of whom arc known to 
them. Democratic domination of elec- 
tions results in overwhelming election of 
Democratic candidates, largely hand- 
picked by the Chicago Democratic ma- 
chine. 


In Downstate counties, with fewer judi- 


cial candidates and more open public ex- 
posure and campaigning by judges, there 
has been resistance to giving up the vote 
for judicial candidates. 


The proposed constitutional amend- 


ment would provide that Downstate 
• counties continue to elect judges unless 
merit selection is approved In local refer- 
cndums. In the 1970 election, DuPagc, 
Lake, McHenry, Kane and McLean coun- 
ties joined Cook In approving merit se- 
lection. 


/The proposed amendment requires ma- 


jority votes of three-fifths in both houses 
of the legislature, and then uould need to 
be ratified by a three-fifths vote In a 
statewide referendum.

Revenue sharing 


can hit poverty 


Suddenly, and with little warn- 


ing, the Northwest suburbs arc 
faced with a crucial and long 
reaching decision regarding their 
collective interest in the families of 
poverty around us. More than 
simple interest, the decision faced 
now by suburban municipal and 


township g6Vcrniflonb is whether a 
dramatic shift in federal policy will 
be interpreted here in the suburbs 
as an opportunity for community 


1 action or as false leadership to ex- 


tricate government from social In- 
volvement. 


In Washington. D.C. the pro- 


grams of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity are being dismantled 
with a wrecker's ball. At the of- 
fices of Cook County OEO. a two- 
thirds across the board cutback in 
personnel was ordered 
effective 


April 1 following an emergency 
meeting of the organization's di- 
rectors. Cook County OEO has re- 
solved not to eliminate programs, 
but nevertheless it is clear thai a 
new and austere mood in Washing- 
ton is being felt across the country 
— and especially In the urban cen- 
ters xvhich for years have been the 
focal points of massive economic 
and social federal funding. 


What docs all this have to do 


\\ith us? The easiest way to say it 
is that it gives us a choice. Instead 
of decrying the demise of large 
f e d e r a l l y funded poverty pro- 
grams, we instead look upon this 
turn of events as a crossroads in 
the path the suburbs arc taking to- 
ward equal partnership with the 
cities. 


The federal government has told 


us large scale OEO funding will 
end, but at the same time the gov- 
ernment is allowing unprecedented 
amounts of money to come directly 
back to the cities and suburbs in 
the form of the new pot of gold — 
revenue sharing. 


Now comes the question, arc the 


pockets of poverty around us to be 
Ignored or will revenue sharing 
money come back to municipalities 
to be used In part to more ef- 
ficiently attack poverty and igno- 
rance. 


The evidence to date is dis- 


couraging. In a survey reported by 
nationally syndicated columnist Jo- 
seph Kraft, municipal leaders na- 
tionwide arc not spending revenue 


sharing money on the poor, but on 
the hardware of public life: police 
facilities, administrative centers 
and the like. Often, revenue shar- 
ing money is used to offset local 
real estate taxes. 


Obviously, reduction in the real 


csiaic tax is highly justified. We 
have commented in the past that 
' such use of revenue sharing funds 
for tax abatement is highly proper. 


Out what about the void left by a 


federal government which gives us 
money, but the responsibilities of 
the poor as well? The poor arc with 
us in the Northwest suburbs. It is 
no use waiting for them to leave, 
for they are here, at home. They 
dwell in places we do not sec but 
they are with us. They are the old, 
the untrained, the sick and the for- 
gotten. Sometimes we carry them 
awhile on the welfare roles and 
then banish them to the city, a 
place many of us worked very hard 
to leave. In most cases the federal 
government handed us the finan- 
cial crutch we gave to them. 


Now the suburbs will be on their 


own. Some suburban mayors have 
already said they will not grant 
money to the Northwest Opportuni- 
ty Center. For some reason, the 
OEO center of the Northwest sub- 
urbs has long been alien to us or 
has touched us but slightly. Subur- 
ban leaders have said the poor do 
not live in their towns, or let them 
move away, or don't bother us this 
year. 


In this collision between honest 


welfare needs and a shrinking fed- 
eral bureaucracy, the suburbs are 
nearly like the man who watches 
an accident, scoops up the scat- 
tered change and walks away whis- 
tling. 


Much can be said in criticism of 


OEO as it was financed and man- 
aged during the 1060s. Often it 
seemed like a well intcntioncd 
dream gone amok. 


But that ficcms to be behind us. 


The federal government will not 
recant, nor would we want it to. It 
has said through the President that 
local problems can best be solved ' 
at home. Federal revenue sharing 
is coming to the suburbs and the 
leadership here must decide how to 
use it.

Crane views devaluation

en on the decision announced recently to 
devalue the U.S. dollar. 


One view on the subject comes from 


1 U.S. C o n g r e s s m a n Philip Crone, 


It-Illinois, representing the 12th District. 
which Includes most of the Northwest 
suburbs. 


We Invited Congressman Crane to 


write the column, and we Invite your 
thought* on this "Public's Issue" col- 
umn.

Although the recent devaluation of the 


dollar was aimed at restoring American 
currency to a more realistic position vis- 
a-vis the currencies of other major na- 
tions, In truth It is another in a scries of 
Indications that the U.S. economy is 
being grossly mismanaged by govern- 
ment. 


I say another in a series because the 


latest devaluation will not be the end of 


1 the line; it will not solve our balance of 


trade and balance of payments deficits 
and it will not restore faith and trust in 
the value of the dollar abroad. History 
supports this claim. Despite the 1D71 de- 
valuation, after which our foreign mone- 
tary problems were to lessen, the U.S. 
balance of trade deficit Increased from 
$2.7 billions In 1971 to $6.9 billions in 1972 
— and now a second devaluation has 
been enacted. 


To the average citizen, the latest deva- 


luation will mean higher prices for im- 
ported goods. By reducing the value of 
the American dollar by 10 per cent, we 
have admitted that our currency was not 
worth as much as it had been In relation 
to others, and therefore it will take 10 
per cent more American money to buy 
foreign goods. 


As the world's largest market for Im- 


ported goods, a 10 per cent Increase in 
costs could have a most profound effect. 


The February 12 devaluation was an-

nounced in reaction to an International 
monetary "crisis" — a run on the dollar 
In foreign banks, particularly German 
and Japanese. Speculators, sensing a 
weakened stature of the dollar, began 
converting to the more stable German 
mark before the price of marks In- 
creased in relation to the dollar. 
•Several factors lead to such a run. In 
the case of the United States, the contin- 
uing huge world trade deficit Is one ma- 
jor cause. Because of our trade deficit, 
an abundance of dollars is flooding into 
overseas markets. And at the same time 
that these dollars arc becoming less 
valuable because of the sheer volume

abroad (there are an estimated $80 bil- 
lions in paper claims against the dollar 
abroad now), the value declines even fur- 
ther due to inflation at home. 


When the situation reaches a certain 


danger level, the speculators want to un- 
load their dollars in exchange for a more 
stable currency. That was the situation 
In early February, prior to the devalua- 
tion. 


Prior to August, 1971, the foreign 


banks were willing to buy dollars be- 
cause they could, at least theoretically, 
exchange them for U.S. gold at the rate 
of $33 an ounce of gold. 


But when President Nixon halted the 


sale of gold,- the dollars became nothing 
more than lOUs and their value became 
dependent on what they could buy. Since 
foreign goods generally cost less than 
American goods, the dollar became less 
valuable. 
- 


When the United States shut the gold 


window In 1971, the American monetary 
system became an unrestrained system, 


i.e. a system in which the amount of pa- 
per currency had no real standard to 
back it up. 


So the basic question, both at home 


and abroad, became: What Is the dollar 
worth? Historically, the dollar had a con- 
stant value when it was redeemable for 
gold. When it was devalued earlier this 
month, we were telling the International 
Monetary fund that one ounce of gold 
was now worth $42.22, rather than the $38 
prior to devaluation. 


But that figure is a political one, de- 


cided upon by politicians. The real value 
of the dollar Is something far less, as the 
free market price of gold indicates. The 
$95 an ounce gold price on the London 
gold market last Friday hints that the 
dollar may be overvalued by as much as 
100 per cent. 


There is really only one way to insure 


a healthy dollar abroad-and that is to 
have a healthy economy at home. 


To achieve that end, government, most 


notably the Congress, must learn to live 
within its means. The most disastrous 
economic policy followed by the United 
States Is the obsession of the Congress to 
spend money It doesn't have, thus creat- 
ing massive deficits and rampant In- 
flation. 


Our dollars are not only becoming 


worthless abroad, they arc buying less 
and ITSS at home because government It- 
self has placed no value on them. 


The government can print new money 


when it wants to, and it does, even 
though there Is no longer gold to back it 
up or an increase in goods or services to 
Justify It. 


The government can spend money it 


doesn't have, and it has done this for 
' years. 


The government can Interfere with 


proven business methods, methods that 
have given the United Stales the highest 
standard of living in the world, and it 
has with excessive restrictions such as 
the Closed Shop, the Minimum Wage Act, 
the Occupational Safety and Health Act 
and the myriad of regulatory agencies 
that have hampered free enterprise and 
driven prices sky high. 


It will only be when government takes 


a realistic look at the dollar, and why at 
one time it was the world's strongest 
currency, will it realize why the situation 
has changed drastically. 


leaving my car in the relative safety of 
an attendant, I received a claim check. I 
had an enjoyable evening, secure with 
the knowledge that my car was safely in 
storage. When I returned later to claim 
my car, much to my surprise, I was is- 
sued a brand new lawful claim check. 
This was very legal since my claim 
check was not redeemable for my pre- 
vious possession. In the meantime, since 
the parking lot operated on a continued 
deficit, they had stripped my car to the 
bare hulk to pay for their own operating 
expenses and, alas, had shipped the last 
scraps to North Viet Nam to rebuild It 
into a Sherman tank. 


My car was like a piece of gold to me 


— It was my possession to use as I saw 
fit. I looked around the country and 
found that there were no cars left. Sadly, 
I looked down at the brand new claim 
check in my hand and realized It had 
just devalued, not 10 per cent, but 100 
per cent. I sorely regretted that I had 
turned my car in for a worthless scrap of 
paper, and then I sat down on the curb to 
wait for the Sherman tanks.

How can you compare one brand's "su- 


per" with another's "premium"? 


IN JUNE. 1W4, the government will 


put new uniform tire grading standards 
Into effect. In an Industry that produces 
200 million tires a year, that should less- 
en the confusion of shopping. 


Introduction of the radial belted tire, 


which could account for about 60 per 
cent of al new car tires and half of all 
replacement tires by 1977, also Increases 
the shopping problem. 


Radial tires are generally conceded to 


be an Improvement over the traditional 
bias-ply tire. They also cost around twice 
as much. One reason Is they have steel 
belts running clrcumfercntlally around 
the tire on top of the radial cord piles. 


Dr. John A. Sangulgnl of PPG In- 


dustries, Inc., Pittsburgh, says steel 
belts may not be required In the future. 
He says PPG will Introduce a high per- 
formance fiberglass belt shortly that will 
make an all fiberglass radial tire prac- 
tical 


THIS CAN reduce the cost. It takes 


only one pound of fiberglass per tire for 
the belt as against two pounds of steel, 
and the price of fiberglass Is only a little 
more per pound than steel. Fiberglass 
also Is likely to be In more pclntlful sup- 
ply than steel In the years ahead. 


A. L. Plcettl, a Uniroyal vice presi- 


dent, summed up the present situation In 
the replacement tire market as "a 
Jungle." Selling tires to replace the ones 
that came with a car accounts for about 
70 per cent of the tire Industry's total 
sales. 


"Too often," said Piccttl, "the custom- 


er talks to a salesman, buys a set of tires 
and still doesn't know what be has or 
how good they ore." 


Seventeen months be/ore the federal 


grading standards become effective, Uni- 
royal Is approaching the sale of tires 
bearing Its label in a new way — bring- 
ing "the basic tire buying process down 
to earth in plain simple terms." It will 
offer a line of four Ures under one brand 
name — Zeta — with each of the four 
tires graded and guaranteed by mileage. 


UNDER THE program, if a tire wears 


down to a tread depth of 2-32 of an Inch 
before delivering the guaranteed mileage 
— ranging from 20,000 to 40,000 miles — 
the customer receives credit against a 
new Zcta tire of the same type. 


What Uniroyal is offering Is the assur- 


ance of up to 40,000 miles wear with Its 
steel-belted radial ply Urc. 


Guaranteed for 20,000 miles Is a four- 


ply polyester cord tire; a glass-belted 
bios ply tire for 25,000 miles; a steel- 
belted bias ply tire for 30,000 miles; and 
the radial for a full 40,000. 


FIRESTONE ALSO offers a 40,000-mllo 


guarantee on Its "Steel Radial 500." Both 
Uniroyal and Firestone require the own- 
er to bring his car In so the tires can be 
rotated every 5,000 miles — free of 
charge — to keep the guarantee In effect. 


The basic difference between a radial 


and conventional tire Is in the layer of 
cord beneath the tread. The cords run at 
an angle to the tire's radius in a con- 
ventional tire but parallel to the radius 
In a radial tire. The construction in a 
radial allows the,tire to flex without 
building up excessive road heat, gives 
better traction and longer mileage. 


What con you expect in the 1980s? 


Ford executive engineer O.D. Dlllrnan 
thinks you con expect a tire guaranteed 
for 50,000 miles; an all-weather tread 
which eliminates the noise problem; 
mounted on a reinforced synthetic 
wheel; able to run while flat for 100 
miles and still be repaired; and re- 
cyclable. ,

Why docs a country devalue Its curren- 


cy, and how docs it affect the personal 
finances of the Man in the Street? 


Economists sometimes find It useful to 


Isolate economic phenomena on an Island 
to simplify things — so, presto! — we 
have an Island where no one uses money. 
There Is, Instead, a barter system. 


One family raises potatoes, another 


weaves cloth, a cobbler makes all the 
shoes, the blacksmith makes axes and 
hoes. Over the years they have worked 
out standard barter values: One pah* of 
shoes can be traded for four bushels of 
potatoes, six yards of cloth for one ox, 
etc. 


THE COBBLER, poor fellow, has a 


very large and hungry family. He has to 
sit up half the night, turning out shoes at 
a furious rate, to keep his family In po- 
tatoes, cloth and the other necessities. 


Finally there comes a day when the 


potato farmer says to the cobbler, "BUI, 
you've been sending so many shoes over 
to my place that they're coming out the 
wbdows. I've got too many shoes, man." 


"Same here," chimes in the weaver. 


"We've all got more shoes than wo know 
what to do with." 


Bill has a problem — a trade deficit. 


He's been "Importing" so many goods 
for his large, hungry family that the rest 
of the producers on the Island (read 
"other countries of the world") have so 
many many shoes (read "dollars") plied 
up In their houses that they don't want 
any more shoes. In fact, they're trying to 
get rid of them.

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THE POTATO farmer offers to trade 
some of his surplus shoes to the black- 
smith at the standard barter rate: one 
pair of shoes for one hoe. 


But (lie blacksmith, who also his a 


surplus of shoes, shakes his head. Finally 
he agrees to trade one hoc for two pairs 
of shoes. Shoes have been devalued. 


In theory, devaluing the dollar solves 


the trade deficit problem. Prices of Im- 
ported goods are raised enough that from 
now on we'll find it cheaper to buy U.S. 
made watches, cameras, autos, etc. Wo 
Import less, dollars stop piling up 
abroad, everybody is happy again. 


The consumer, we're told will hardly 


notice that anything has happened. A few 
Imported Items will bo a little higher, or 
unavailable. But mostly this is all about 
"International exchange rates" and such. 
None of your worry. 


THERE: SEEMS to be something 


wrong with the theory, however. We do- 
valued the dollar 14 months ago — to 
solve the trade deficit problem. Last 
year we had the biggest deficit in his- 
tory. What went wrong? 


The theory disregards certain facts. 


Namely, when a country needs certain 
essential materials — oil, bauxite, hides 
or whatever — and can got them only by 
Importing, they'll continue to be Im- 
ported. Raising prices 10 per cent will 
reduce these Imports very little. 


It simply means higher prices to be

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Good lookin' gams again

Back when they called them shorts, 


good looking tegs were one of my hotter 
attributes. But by the time they called 
them hot pants the old gams weren't 
what they used to be. Unsightly blue 
veins had begun to appear. 


For several years they could be hidden 


with a sun tan, makeup or hose. But fi- 
nally the left shin developed a dark, 
lumpy look that defied camouflage. Pant 
suits were a welcome addition to my 
wardrobe. 


The veins In that leg never caused 


physical discomfort. There were none 
visible above the knee, none protruding 
at the ankle or back of the leg and none 
protruding at all In the other leg. But 
shin veins arc the kind others can sec 
front view, and I became very self-con- 
scious. 


Something had to be done to preserve 


my vanity — like cosmetic surgery for 
the legs. 


After consulting a sympathetic surgeon 


I underwent ligation and stripping. And 
while It wasn't exactly like a stay at 
Maine Chance, It was far from being a 
gruesome experience even though the 
surgeon deemed It advisable to do both 
legs. 


IX THE HOSPITAL I was treated llko 


a most welcome guest and pampered as 
much as any spa-goer. After being ad- 
mitted I noted any number of nurses and 
other hospital employes with veins much 
worse than mine. I began to feel slightly 
apprehensive, but at the same time cou- 
rageous. 


It was a relief to learn that no enemas 


or castor oil had been ordered, and after 
dinner I could drink all the liquids (non- 
alcoholic except for the wine served at 
supper) 1 wanted until midnight. Then 
there was the usual free (?) shave and a 
comforting visit from a kindly anes- 
thesiologist. 


Before dawn I was roused to remove 


the nail polish from my fingers and toes. 
You see, I wanted to look my best, but 
since they pinch fingers and toes to test 
circulation when one is coming out of an 
anesthetic, polish was a no-no. I was also 
given a relaxing shot. 


At 7:45 I was wheeled to the operating 


room where I stood beside the cart while 
the surgeon mad« a few Jokes and drew 
black lines to mark the veins la my left 
leg. (The legs are sometimes marked the 
night before surgery.) The right leg was 
scheduled for two days later. 


On the operating table the leg was 


smeared with disinfectant and slipped 
through a slit in a huge green sheet The 
anesthesiologist took my arm and the 
next thing I knew I was being given a 
few sips of water In the recovery room 
and wheeled back to my room. • 


IT WAS 10:15 and my bandaged leg 


looked like something from a mummy. 
Elastic bandages were wrapped round 
and round all the way to the groin where 
I could see a lightly-bandaged and neat- 
ly-stitched silt. 


I knew that heavy leg was mine be- 


cause the toes wiggled at my command. 
It didn't ache or pain. Just felt unbe- 
lievably heavy. 


After visitors and supper (with wine, 


' again) I hopped around quite well on my 


right leg. I hopped all the next day, too, 
occasionally putting a little weight on the 
bandaged leg — which did hurt some. I 
was given a pain killing shot that first 
night though I Insisted I didn't need It. 


Lest this all sounds like a lark, I really 


must admit that the night before the sec- 
ond operation I did have some mis- 
givings. I hadn't actually walked on the 
first leg yet, and my valor waned at the 
prospect of two, clumsy, sick legs that 
didn't bend at ankle or knee. 


Thursday's visit to the operating room 


was much like Tuesday's and the result 


was as expected — two mummified legs. 
Immobile, uncomfortable and unhappy I 
had no one to blame but myself and my 
foolish vanity. I felt like crying. 


But the depression didn't last long. 


That very night, with a minimum of help 
I hobbled to the bathroom. Already I was 
walking! I was elated. 


TWO DAYS LATER I was at home go- 


ing up and down stairs, wiping up the 
kitchen floor (leaning from the waist) 
and checking the TV programs I would 
watch while recuperating. 


I walked slowly, tired easily, and spent 


two weeks off work recuperating, but not 
everyone breezes through this operation 
as I did. Women employed as sales 
clerks, beauty operators or those In any 
job that requires constant standing may 
be off work as long as six weeks. I even 
heard of a member of the weaker sex 
(men) who spent two whole weeks in bed 
following the operation! 


The stitches (more than 200 in the 32 


one-Inch cuts below the knees) were par- 
tially removed just a week from the sec- 
ond operation and the bandages were re- 
moved from the thighs. With the transi- 
tion from mummy wrappings to World 
War I "puttees" I felt almost naked. I 
celebrated by attending a luncheon the 
next day. 


The balance of the stitches were re- 


moved the following week, and except 
for sleeping or for gussicd-up occasions, 
the puttees stayed on for another six 
weeks. 


Recuperation during tills time included 


lying down an hour every morning, an 
hour in the afternoon and relaxing eve- 
nings. The first three weeks also includ- 
ed pills which eliminated the bruises.

Eight weeks later, all bandaging was 


gone and the cuts looked like so many 
mosquito bites. Hopefully, I'll have gor- 
geous legs for a barc-lcggcd summer in 
whatever they call short pants thjs year. 


Speakers rap misinformation 


ERA fight called 'power struggle'

SPRINGFIELD -A Nixon appointee to 


the State Department ami former head of 
the President's Task Force on Women's 
Rights and Responsibilities told a wom- 
en's assembly here last weekend that to 
achieve a "generation of peace," the 
rights of the female half of the popu- 
lation must be recognized. 


Virginia Allan, deputy assistant secre- 


tary of state for public affairs, told the 
Illinois Federation of Business and Pro- 
fesjlonal Women that the bnltlo over the 
Equal Rights Amendment Is "a power 
struggle beyond ERA, of rational versus 
emotional means In settling problems." 


Mrs. Allan, who has represented the 


United States In women's rlRlils parleys 
In Moscow. London. Africa, Latin Amer- 
ica and the United Nations, said the 
"push for equal rights Is coming In other 
countries." She noted that In England, 
equal pay legislation has been passed by 
P a r l i a m e n t and another antl-dls- 
crimination bill has been Introduced. 


In Africa, she said, women from 32 


countries met last year to discuss their 
roles and "they were saying the same 
things as women here." She recounted a 
lengthy discussion concerning whether 
women In high governmental positions 
there ought to ask for protection during 
coups, or take the same risks of physical 
harm as the mm. 


"Much to my relief." Mrs. Allan re- 


ported, "they decided on the latter — 
that along with the rights, they must as- 
sume the risks." 


Praising the "great women's lead- 


ership" In Illinois. Mrs. Allan said that 
In struggling to pass the ERA. "we're 
working for our children and grand- 
children. It won't make a bit of differ-

Very few of the ar- 
guments against It arc founded on any- 
thing logical or true." 


He called for educating both men and 


women about the amendment and pre- 
dicted that ERA could be ratified in Illi- 
nois "If we dispel the propaganda." 


Rep. Giddy Dyer, (R-41st) also was op- 


timistic about the chances of ERA. "I 
think we're going to succeed this time," 
she said, adding that "the count in the 
House looks good." 


She said the bill came within seven 


votes of passing last year, and that the 
seven who voted against It were angered 
by Rep. Eugenia Chapman's (D-3rd) 
lack of support for Mayor Daley at the 


Democratic Convention. 


"But this time," Rep. Dyer said, 


"Mayor Daley and Speaker Blair and 
Gov. Walker have all given strong sup- 
port." 


She added that tho separation of ERA 


from the abortion Issue by the recent Su- 
preme Court decision "picked up four or 
five votes." 


Rep. Dyer announced that twin resolu- 


tions in favor of ratifying the Equal 
Rights Amendment will be introduced 
Into the House and Senate today. 


But Sen. Esther Saperstein (D-llth) 


expressed concern over the possible fate 
of the bill In the Senate. She said she has 
asked 
Sen. William Harris (R-38th), 


president of the Senate, to send the bill 
to cither the Judiciary Committee or the 
Education Committee rather than the 
Executive Committee. 


"If It goes to the Executive Com- 


mittee," she said, "there is only one man 
on the other side of the alslo who voted 
for it" If it Is not reported out by tho 
committee, It will dlo without ever being 
voted on by the full Senate. 


Since the decision of committee assign- 


ment — and therefore the ultimate fate 
of the bill - is in Sen. Harris' hands, 
Sen. Sapcrstcln urged the women at the 
meeting to send postcards to Sen. Harris 
pressing him to "give the bill a chance." 


"I think I can get It passed if I can get 


It out of committee," she said. 


Sen. Sapersteln, along with Rep. Dyer 


and Rep. Chapman of Arlington Heights, 
received a tribute from the Business and 
Professional Women for their work on 
behalf of the ERA. They are the original 
sponsors of the bill, which failed passage 
last year. 


The bill must be ratified by 38 states to 


become an amendment to the Con- 
stitution. At this time, 28 states have 
passed It. Some of those states, however, 
are reconsidering it, under pressure 
from the opposition. 


But Rep. Dyer told The Herald that 


there is "a strong question whether 
states can rescind an amendment once it 
is ratified." She pointed to the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment of the '20s, which had to 
be repealed.

Public hearings on sex discrimination 


In education will be conducted this Fri- 
day in Springfield by the Commission on 
the Status of Women. Interested persons 
arc urged to attend and participate. 


Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman (D-3rd) will 


preside at the hearings, which will begin 
at 10 a.m. In Room D-l in the State Of- 
fice Building and continue throughout the 
day. 


Progress in the elimination of dis- 


crimination against women In higher 
education will be discussed by presidents 
and representatives of state universities. 
They have been asked to appear by Sen. 
Esther Sapenteln (D-llth), who chain 
the commission. 


Each university also has been asked to 


bring representatives of the committees 
or task force on the status of women, 
civil sen-ice representatives and student 
representatives from their campuses. 


Rep. Chapman said the commission Is 


conducting the hearing to determine if 
the role of women is in line with the 
Equal Employment Opportunity and 
Higher Education Acts of 1972. 


The report the universities have been 


asked to provide will cover the propor- 
tion of females to males In each rank, 
salary differentials, recruiting proce- 
dures, grievance procedures, scholar- 
ships and adjustments for women during 
the past year.

Varicose veins can be 
treated with surgery

As marvelous a mechanism as Is the 


human body, it often isn't perfect. One of 
the minor flaws that can develop is vari- 
cose leg veins. 


Varicose (swollen or dilated) veins 


seem lo develop most often from an in- 
herent weakness at birth. Although both 
sexes are prone to varlcosities, due to 
pregnancies they appear more often in 
women. Obesity and prolonged standing 
are other factors. 


Blood enters the legs through the ar- 


teries and returns to the heart via the 
veins. Varlcosltics develop when the one- 
way valves in the veins no longer fit 
properly. The blood then flows back- 
wards, stagnates and may seep into tis- 
sues around the ankle, causing dis- 
coloration and swelling. 


The circulatory system includes two 


sets of leg veins, the deep veins Inside 
the leg muscles and the superficial veins 
just underneath the skin, and when both 
sets of veins are dilated there is a great- 
er tendency for the blood to stagnate, ac- 
cording to Dr. Lawrence Lamb, Herald 
medical columnist. 


HOWEVER, MOST people have only 


the superficial varicose veins that cause 
no problems other than a cosmetic one, 
and a few dilated veins do not neces- 
sarily mean there Is a problem with the 
circulation, reports Dr. Lamb. 


However, for dilated superficial veins 


which do cause physical discomfort or 
create health hazards 
(inflammation, 


blood clots), there is surgery. 


The surgical procedure is to tic off 


with sutures (ligation) and to remove 
(strip) the troublesome veins. This is 
done through numerous small incisions, 
with larger incisions at the groin. 


Earlier surgical procedure involved 


only a few incisions, usually at the groin, 
the knee and at the ankle, and for many 
patients post-operative treatment includ- 
ed shots to reduce swelling in remaining 
veins. 


Surgeons at Mayo Brothers as well as 


many Chicago area surgeons maintain 
that the newer procedure is more thor- 
ough and permanent. The earlier type 
surgery and the shots did not always ef- 
fect long term results, according to Dr. 
James M. Kane, Mount Prospect. 


"The procedure today with the many 


smaller incisions is more certain," he 
added. "Veins completely removed can- 
not dilate."- 


SPIDERWEB-LIKE discolorations on 


the surface of the legs as well as swollen 
veins can appear as early as puberty and 
there's not too much one can do to pre- 
vent them. Garters and girdles that re- 
strict the free flow of blood should be 
avoided. Crossing the legs may also re- 
strict blood flow. 


Regular exercise such as walking can 


help leg muscles contract to force the 
blood up the veins, and external support 
(support hose, elastic stockings) may 
also help to prevent the accumulation of 
blood. 


While most ligation and strippings arc 


performed because of health hazards, to- 
day it is also considered a beauty hazard 
that many women arc seeking to elimi- 
nate through surgery.

Seminar trains women 
in management posts

NEW YORK (UPI) -Last spring. Jody 


R. Johns, 35, monitored a management 
development course for 58 men and two 
women. She found the women seemed to 
be Intimidated and patronized by the 
men. 


"Mostly," she said in an Interview, 


"they kept silent while the men dis- 
cussed cose studies." 


As a result, the men got more out of 


the management games played during 
the workshop than the women did. Miss 
Johns, a corporation executive herself 
these days, decided then and there that 
women needed their own management 
workshop — simply because their posi- 
tion within the corporation is different 
from that of men. 


She designed a workshop to give wom- 


en with one foot on the management lad- 
der the opportunity to deal with the prob- 
lems and concerns they have "as women 
in a man's world." 


Miss Johns is manager of the West- 


Inghousc Learning Corp., whose business 
is designing special programs In educa- 
tion for unusual students. It .was In that 
capacity that she came to draw the blue- 
print for the first three-day workshop for 
women in management. It was held In 
Pittsburgh, Pa., recently. It cost $275 In 
tuition. And it was closed to men — a 
requirement Miss Johns feels Is neces- 
sary in such a management learning sit- 
uation for women. 


"Every woman attending," Miss Johns 


said, "left with an action program. It 
was expected as part of the course. Un- 
less a woman has a plan, she can't 
breach the male executive suite. I sup- 
pose if you wanted it in a nutshell, the 
workshop aimed to motivate women to 
expect more and to ask for it." 


The management expert said that in 


her experience as an observer of women 
on the corporate scene three things are 
necessary for a women to "breach the 
executive suite." 
f 


She must be willing, if asked, to travel, 


to relocate and to put in long hours. Miss 
Johns said she has seen women trip 
themselves up by saying "no" to one or 
more of those responsibilities when 
asked. 


Unlike the typical seminar, the work- 


shop for women In management provided 
an opportunity for each participant to 
work up a profile of herself — showing 
strengths, weaknesses, ambitions. 


"What I hope they got out of it," Miss 


Johns said, "ore the following: 


"Better understanding of the job of 


manager. 


"Greater sense of personal goals in 


their work life. 


"More assurance and confidence In 


dealing with the unfamiliar role for wom- 
en of supervisor." 


Time will tell how many participants 


of this first management workshop "by 
women, for women" will make It to the 
executive suite.

A Japanese company markets a warn- 


ing device that not only warns of Intrud- 
ers, but also sounds an alarm when wa- 
ter In the bathtub reaches the proper 
temperature and level. 


Cable television companies experiment 


with two-way security systems, Installing 
tiro, intrusion and panic alarms in the 
homes of subscribers. 


Elsewhere in tho home. It's possible to 


secure your closets with a voice-acti- 
vated bolt, to lock up a special cabinet 
with a thumbprint sensing latch, to set 
up a superscnsltivc sonic alarm for your" 
grounds. 


While few of us go to such lengths, the 


fact remains that home security is be- 
coming a major consideration for the av- 
erage American. The Eloctrospaco Corp. 
announced In August that 10 per cent of 
nil new dwellings have burglar alarm 
systems as standard equipment, up from 
only two per cent a year earlier. And It's 
estimated that tho average, modest 
American homo probably has at least 
$100 worth of bolt hardware in It. Lock 
sales In the United States have almost 
doubled In the last five years.

It docs 
mean you should give extra thought to 
the security of your home. And while the 
unusual and expensive Items mentioned 
above arc unquestionably helpful, the 
fact remains that more careful attention 
to tho elementary basics of security can 
make your homo considerably safer. 
Hero arc a few of the trlcd-and-truc safe- 
ty strategies that we tend too often to 
neglect. 


1. As soon as you move into your new 


homo or apartment, have all outsldo 
locks changed and by a licensed lock- 
smith. 


2. Beware the common "spring latch" 


form of lock, which can be easily opened 
from outside by depressing the latch with 
a strip of flexible steel, a piece of plastic 
or even n playing card. 


3. Security specialists strongly recom- 


mend n second tumbler lock for your ev- 
ery outside door, preferably a "deadfall" 
lock. 


4. It's also well worth the modest cost 


Involved to have o door chain Installed 
on every outside door. 


5. BE CAREFUL with duplicate keys. 


Do not give them to friends or to occa- 
sional help who might need ono from 
time to time. 


6. Do not "hide" a key under the mat, 


under the flowerpot or whatever. Above 
all, don't leave a note on the door telling 
where you have hidden tho key. 


7. Know your neighbors and sec that 


they know you. A cooperative "Neighbor- 
hood Watch" program has been success- 


ful In reducing thefts In several neighbor- 
hoods. 


8. Do not carry your house keys and 


car keys on the same chain. 


9. Do not have name-and-nddress iden- 


tification on your house keys. 


10. Keep a duplicate set of keys avail- 


able in a safe place for emergency use. 
But if your keys are lost or stolen, have 
the locks replaced promptly. 


11. Never check your coat with keys in 


the pocket. 


12. Keep a chair or table right by the 


door. Then get into the habit of putting 
packages on it so that you can close and 
lock the door as soon as you come in. 


13. LOCK WINDOWS. Be careful about 


locking your garage, too — especially If 
there's a ladder in it. 


14. Teach your children or anyone else 


who lives with you to be as careful about 
keys and locks as you arc. 


15. Leave a light on when you go out; 


try to give your home a "look of oc- 
cupancy" at all times. 


But, above all, lock up — regularly, 


religiously, rigorously and promptly. Get 
into the habit of double-locking your door 
from the inside every time you come In 
and keep your windows locked. The most 
expensive, sophisticated security devices 
and protection systems are worthless un- 
less you use them.

treats sex gently

In thU day of pornography and shock 


effect sex, It's a relief to tee a play that 
treats the subject of sex gently and with 
touching humor. 


That'* "You Know I Can't Hear You 


When the Water's Running," the opening 
production of the new team at Country 
Club Theatre, Paul Ruben and Arnold 
Gledraltls. 


The play Is the kind audiences In this 


area seem to go for, not too deep but not 
too risque either. However, only a small 
audience attended the night I saw the 
production. For Ruben's and Glcdraltls's 
likes. I hope that was due to the weath- 
er and the fact It was only the second 
night for the play. 


"I Can't Hear You" is really a scries 


of four playlets with a common theme, 
sex. The first, "The Shock of Recogni- 
tion," aptly serves to introduce the eve- 
ning for as each playlet unfolds, mem- 
bers of the audience can see themselves, 
past, present, future. One wonders 
whether the playwright character In this 
first drama, Jack Banutable, might not 
be patterned after author Robert Ander- 
son. 


THE THEME of "Shock" Is that we 


need to see sex as It Is rather than the 
glamourized version of screen and novel. 
But If we tell it like It Is, on stage, will 
the audience really listen.. .recognize 
themselves.. .or merely be distracted? 


"I'll Be Homo for Christmas," second 


of the playleta, hits home with any par- 
ents of high school students and young 
adults In the audience. Attitudes and val- 
ues are brought into question as Edith, a 
"with It" mother, tries to persuade her 
husband. Chuck, to talk with his college- 
age son and teen-age daughter about sex. 
This one ends with a poignancy that re- 
veals the Inability of older and younger 
generations to hear what the other Is 
saying. To tell more would be unfair to 
those who haven't yet seen the produc- 
tion. 


"The Footsteps of Doves" finds a late 


middle-aged couple In conflict over trad- 
Ing in their double bed for twins. It's the 
funniest of the four. 


I HAVE mixed feelings about the 


last playlet, "I'm Herbert." An elderly 
couple, both several times wed, recall 
their pasts but with memories falling, 
they get their recollections mixed. The 
young and the middle-aged may sec hu- 
mor in the situation, but I wonder how 
older folks would react. Maybe we won't 
find our frailties so laughable when we 
reach ripe old age. 


A cast of five enact all the roles in 


"You Know I Can't Hear You." 


The program notes describe Dennis 


Franz as "versatile," and that he Is.. .as 
Intellectual playwright In "Shock of Rec- 
ognition," bewildered and shaken father 
In "I'll Be Home" and zealous bachelor 
salesman In "Doves." 


Harry J. Stein plays the producer in 


the first playlet and a husband reluctant 
to give up his doubl'i bed in "Doves." He 
Is good In both parts though George, the 
husband, seems a trifle Innocent for a 
man married 20-odd years. 


Rosette Graboi has roles In three out of 


the four as a college girl receptionist, a 
Iccn-agc daughter and a young divorcee 
shopping for a bed. Only the third re- 
quires much of her. She was amusing. 


AS THE hep mother In "I'll Be Home 


for Christmas," Jancy Almqulst muffed 
a few lines, but since it was only second 
night, she con be excused. She was much 
belter anyway as the older wife with an 
aching back in "Doves" and the forgetful 
Muriel in the last playlet. 


The fifth member of the cast, Nate 


Jaffc, struck me as too groveling as the 
actor being Interviewed in "Shock of 
Recognition," but he was an excellent 
doddering "dirty old man" in "I'm Her- 
bert." 


Overall, it's an evening of gentle fun at

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
A typical tale of 'fat, fussy and 50' 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am very con- 


cerned about my husband and need your 
advice. He li In his early 50s and a very 
(trong-mlndcd person. 


He Is a big man and weighs 200 pounds 


which nevertheless is far too much for 
him and he gets hardly any exercise. 
When he does exercise at all, he becomes 
short of breath immediate!) and red in 
the face. 


I am more concerned now because 


recently he has been complaining about 
dizziness but I can't get him to sec a 
doctor. 


lie used to smoke but has quit and 


doesn't hardly ever drink. Ho eats all I ho 
wrong things and Insists on having his 
food fried In fat and cats two or three 
eggs every day and too much of every- 
thing. 


I've tried to tell him this but my com- 


ments don't seem to have done any good. 
Do I have a good reason to worry about 
him and how can I get him to sec a doc- 
tor? 


Dear Reader — Obviously, he needs to 


sec a doctor If for no other reason than 
to determine why he Is having dizzy 
spells. 


Unfortunately, the story you tell Is 


quite typical of many American men. 
Through the years they gain too much 
weight and their physical activity sig- 
nificantly decreases. Cigarets and'ex- 
cessive drinking add to this problem. 


No wonder American men arc particu- 


larly prone to have heart attacks, strokes 
and other problems related to fatty de- 
posits blocking the arteries In the body. 


Particularly because of the dizziness 


and the problems with exertion, I believe 
your husband should sec a doctor as soon 
as possible. Individuals who hove not yet 
experienced any major difficulty, how- 
ever, can do a lot for themselves by stop- 
ping smoking, eliminating alcohol and 
most Importantly, start eliminating the 
excess fat that they have accumulated 


over a period of time. The latter is best 
accomplished on a long-term basis with a 
sensible diet combined with a reason- 
able, light exercise program well within 
the person's exercise tolerance. 


I've often thought about the difficulty 


in getting a spouse to see a doctor. There 
Isn't any real good answer. The military 
services handle this problem in part, by 
periodic medical examinations. Individ- 
uals past 40 years of age must have a 
regular examination whether they want 
it or not. This limits the length of time 
between medical examinations. Many 
companies have similar medical pro- 
grams. 


THE OLD-FASHIONED family physi- 


cian was helpful In this regard In small 
communities one family member could 
talk to the doctor. Later when the occa- 
sion arose the doctor might suggest he 
drop Into his office and sec how his 
weight was doing or any number of sug- 
gestions which would lead him to come 
to the office. 
' 


That's not so easy today with the level 


of sophistication of medical practice that 
has been more or less Inevitable with the 
advanced knowledge and complexity of 
the practice of medicine 


Even after seeing the doctor, what 


people often need arc things they have to 
do for themselves, not what the doctor 
can do for them. But at least there Is a 
little more motivation if the individual 
has had a doctor tell him that It's time 
he got with the program.

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Voluntary housing plan for suburbs in works 


By the end of March, officials of some 


200 Chicago suburbs will have been 
asked their opinions on forming o volun- 
tary plan for low and moderate-Income 
housing In the suburbs.

ATHOUGH THE steering committee 


has looked at voluntary housing plans 
from other communities, Pahl said the 
group will develop its own plan. "We're 
going to develop a number of alternative 
ways we can do It," he said. 


A major reason for formulating a vol- 


untary plan is to prevent the court from 
imposing low and moderate-Income units 
on the suburbs. The mayoral committee 
has been working on the project since 
1971 under the auspices of the Housing 
Coalition of the Leadership Council for 
Metropolitan Open Communities and re- 
ceives technical assistance from the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion (NIPC). 


Pahl, NIPC commissioner, said he 


didn't know when a tentative housing 
plan would be ready but did say the sec- 
ond round of meetings is scheduled to 
end In September. 


Telchert said yesterday he has as yet 


mode no plans for a second meeting with 
officials of the Northwest suburbs. "I 
don't consider that a high priority," Tel- 
chert said. 


"With the moratorium, everything has 


come to a standstill anyway," he said. 
The Nixon administration recently or- 


dered a halt to release of funds for feder- 
al housing subsidies and redevelopment 
grants. The halt has been called for an 
indefinite period to give the adminis- 
tration time to review the federal hous- 
ing situation. 


Telchert, who is up for reelection in 


April, said there are village matters such 
as a 1973-74 village budget that are more 
important now. He did say, however, 
that he Is still "interested In talking 
about the housing plan."

DuBroiv on TV...by Rick DuBrow 
TV programming by formula obsolete 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) 
Old-fashioned 


network television executives who try to 
go by the book in working up successful- 
ly rated series should know after this 
season that things aren't what they used 
to be. Of all things, they'll have to rely 
on their judgments more from now on 
instead of merely the formulas of the 
past. 


The very thought of having to depend 


on their own judgments is enough to 
, make many programming executives 
break out in a cold sweat. 


But with the home audience changing 


sharply and the old ball game no longer 
being played, these highly personal deci- 
sions by key network people are more 
important than ever to their organiza- 
tions, and will be for the indefinite future 
as viewers keep up with contemporary 
trends. 


It's no longer enough for a program- 


mer to be able to exploit the tunes — he 
must honestly feel and understand them. 


FOR EXAMPLE, what would an old- 


line programmer think of ABC-TV's suc- 
cess with its distinctly offbeat Western 
Series "Kung Fu?" This is a show that is 


set on the American frontier in the last 
century, but in almost all other ways It Is 
a basically contemporary program be-' 
cause of Its values. The hero is a fugitive 
Chinese-American Buddhist priest He 
gets no pleasure from fighting. He is an 
advocate, in his quiet way, of gentleness 
and love and self-harmony. 


He is an introspective, philosophical 


soul, not given to big shows of bravado 
and backalapping fellowship, or, for that 
matter, almost any of the characteristics 
of many old-style Western heroes. When 
he indicates he is a man of peace, he 
means it, and he doesn't go around twirl- 
ing six-guns to show that's how he'll en- 
force peace. 


If a network programming executive 


doesn't grasp the undercurrents in much 
of American life today, he'll never under- 
stand "Kung Fu" or the attraction of 
series ever made, but it knows what's 
going on, and that is its secret. 


IF OUR old-fashioned executive is sur- 


prised by the success of "Kung Fu," h/ 
must be amazed by the hit status of CBS- 
TV's "The Waltons," which deals with an 
American mountain family in the 1930s 


depression. Our programmer might say 
of "Kung Fu" that, well, being a West- 
ern it has something going for It. But 
what about "The Waltons" and the way 
it broke with the rules of the television 
game? For example: 


It used to be that you just didn't put on 


a quiet, gentle series about poor people 
with much hope of ratings success — es- 
pecially against established hits: "The ' 
Waltons" went up against NBC-TVs Flip 
Wilson and ABC-TV's "The Mod Squad." 


Also, an old-fashioned executive who' 


goes by the cynical formulas that devel- 
oped in television would, ironically, prob- < 
ably not have much faith in a series that 
is based on the simple old-fashioned val- 
ues of traditional American life, and. 
those values — undergoing a revival 
nowadays — are what make "The Wal- 
tons" succeed. 


In short, the network programmer who 


tries to play the angles he has picked up 
over the years may well be in trouble. It 
is not enough anymore to fall back on 
cliche decisions in network planning. 
Broadcasters who lean heavily on such 
cliche thinking are heading for a fall. 


The Hollywood Scene...by Vernon Scott 
Oscar nominee still can't believe it 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Paul Wlnfleld 


probably is the most astonished actor 
who has ever been nominated for an 
Academy Award. 


A young black man from Watts, Win- 


field finds himself In the august company 
of Lord Laurence Olivier, Marlon 
Brando, Peter O'Toole and Michael 
Calne. 


Wlnficld appeared to be dazed several 


days after the announcement. 


"It came as a huge shock to me," said 


the actor, who starred In "Sounder." He 
paused, then added, "I knew my per- 
formance wos effective for general au- 
diences by the reactions of people who 
approached me on the street. 


"BUT THE MOTION picture acade- 


my? It never crossed my mind. This was 
my first lead in a movie. I thought you 
had to put in o lot of dues to get nomi- 
nated for an Oscar." 


Wlnficld said he thought his co-star in 


the film, Cicely Tyson, might have a 
chance and was delighted to see her 
nominated for best actress. 


In the 44-year history of the Oscars a 


man and a woman from the same pic- 
ture have been nominated for best actor 
and best actress on 47 occasions. But 
only once have they both won — in 1934 
when Clark Gable and Claudctte Colbert 
did it In "It Happened One Night." 


So the odds nro against Paul and Cice- 


ly both winning. 


IN A SENSE Wlnficld has already won 


— the affection of Cicely. Since com- 
pleting the movie tho performers are a 
fairly steady twosome. 


"The only time the Academy Awards 


really made a big impression on mo was 
when Sidney Poltier won for best actor 


In'Ulies of the Field,'" Winfield said. 


"I was watching the show on television 


and I turned to my parents and told 
them someday I would win an Oscar,, 
too. They thought I was crazy. But from 
tho time I was a kid I wanted to be an 
actor." 


Wlnficld Is a contemplative man who 


found it difficult to adjust to the sort of 
thinking necessary for his role as a poor 
black farmer in the South a generation 
ago. 


"IT ISN'T MY nature to take abuse 


quietly," he said. "If someone tried to 
push me around I'd speak my piece. 


"But it is terribly Important to me that 


young black people see this picture so 
they can appreciate what their parents 
and grandparents went through, and for 
generations on back. 


"It's vital that young people remember 


that the struggle for civil rights didn't 
just start with us. We have a great obli- 
gation to all those who suffered in- 
dignities and survived before us. 


"They made it possible for us to be 


here today to accomplish stfil greater 
goals." 


If not this year, then next or sometime 


in the future Paul Wlnfield's goal is to 
win tho movies' highest prize, an Acade- 
my Award.

On a map of Illinois draw a line 


directly out from Chicago's Loop to the 
western border of DuPagc County, then 
extend It up north to the Wisconsin state 
line. 


Now, carefully eliminating the section 


of Chicago this square encompasses, col- 
or the area hotbed red. 


Finally, extend an arrow outward from 


the colored-ln part, and point It In the 
direction of Champaign. 


In a nutshell, this Is the likely picture 


to emerge over the weekend as Illinois 
prep wrestling roars to a conclusion for 
the 1972-73 campaign. It began last No- 
vember with more than 5,000 partici- 
pants and It's down to less than 200 ... 
supposedly the most elite, moil polished, 
most powerful high school wrestlers 
across the entire state. 


The gathering, which will kick off at 


the University of IlllDol* Asumhly Hall 
In Champaign Friday morning and run 
through Saturday evening when only a 
doien of those nearly 200 malmen are 
mill standing, works on theory of course. 


One need only consult the state's wres- 


tling history book to sec that the earlier 
mentioned map paints a much more ac- 
curate picture of the situation, for the 
past and no doubt this year as well. 


In tho last 10 years for example, the 


state team champion has emerged from 
that patch In the upper right-hand corner 
seven times. Nineteen of tho 34 team 
winners dating bade to the tourney's In- 
ception In 1937 claim this area as home. 


This year, the title hardware that Her- 


sey has been housing In their trophy case 
for (ho last two campaigns Is not likely 
to shift more than IS miles away. 


That U not to say It couldn't happen. 


On several occasion* over the past three 
decades team* like Champaign and Rock 
Island have walked away with all the 
marbles. And this year clubs such as Ca- 
hokla. Mollne. Evergreen Park and Peo- 
rio Woodruff have to be considered If 
only by virtue of their strength In num- 
bers. 


But East Lcydcn would still appear to 


be the prime team to beat They've qual- 
ified five and one Is a returning state 
champ. They come out of a sectional 
which would have to rank along side of 
Evanston In terms of talent. 


And they have a coach who's been 


thcro before. 


Right behind the Eagles, figure on 


Fcnton to make themselves known. 
There will be only three Bisons making 
the trek but two are returning and all 
three could pick up a lot of points. 


And then there's Proviso East. Like 


Fcnton, they will only have a trio of rep- 
resentatives but one finished second In 
state last winter and the Pirates, like tho 
Eagles, have emerged from the strong 
Lcydcn sectional. 


Maine East can't be completely ruled 


out either although It would take the su- 
premo effort from the two members of 
coach George Jurlnek's outfit still alive. 
Hcrscy came out on top two years ago by 
fielding a pair of individual state 
champs. If the rest of tho points ore 
spread around well enough, two top. 
notch Individuals could just pull It off. 


98 Pounds — Cahokia's Bobble Camp- 


bell and junior Mark Jordinc of Bloom- 
Ington arc both undefeated sectional 
champs returning to the state meet for 
another go at it. They would have to be 
slightly favored on the basis of experi- 
ence but neither Bison Walt Dye or Jack 
Horowitz of Maine North can be counted 
out of It by any means. 


IDS Pounds — The top contenders 


would be returnees Rick Almada of West 
Lcydcn and Greg Maxcy of Jollct Central 
along with Don Anderson of Homewood- 
Flossmoor. Anderson was third here last 
year. Almada and junior Maxcy, first 
and second respectively at the Leyden 
Sectional, have each lost twice against 
tough competition this year. Maxcy was 
fourth at 98 pounds downstate as a soph.

Improve upon their act. the 
Evanston Corpi could be a hurricane 
force of utmost kllloff. 


"I think the kids from Evanston arc 


going to be In pretty good shape," pre- 
dicted Glenbrook North's Chuck Hanson, 
one of many coaches who saw his large 
contingent (eight) muscled completely 
out of the state picture. 


"At several weights, we're good two- 


deep and In all cases, at least one of the 
kids should be a real tough one." 


Among the biggest names ore Maine 


East 167-pounder Marc Grant and Hor- 
sey heavyweight Kevin Pancrotz. Each 
is undefeated and making a return trip 
to Champaign. 


And the lower weights have tre- 


mendous winning potential from 98 to 119 
pounds where apparently, there Isn't a 
weak wrestler . . . sectional winner or 
runner-up. 


The picture looks even brighter consid- 


ering the doten Evanston winners are a 
combined 311-10-2! And four losses were 
by Hank Allrnburg of Lake Park.

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Village protests 
Hidden Creek 
development plan

The Buffalo Grove Village Board Mon- 


day night Joined Arlington Heights In 
adopting a resolution protesting plans for 
the Hidden Creek development at the 
northwest comer of Dundee Road and III. 
Rto. S3 In unincorporated Cook County. 


Rcionlng of the property Is pending be- 


fore the Cook County Zoning Board of 


Mill Creek 
group ivorks 
for new park 


A Mill Creek homeowners group will 


begin working with the Buffalo Grove 
Park District to develop a 5.5 acre park 
adjacent lo Washington Irving School. 
The school, presently under construction, 
la set to open this fall. 


Wayne Barto, the group's spokesman. 


Is scheduled to present the park proposal 
Monday to the village board. Barto dis- 
cussed the proposal with the park com- 
missioners lost week. 


Park director Stan Crosland and Com- 


missioner Gene Muryn will research the 
recommendations made by the Mill 
Creek residents and present their find- 
ings to the park board at the next meet- 
ing. 


ACCORDING TO Barto, the projected 


population (f Mill Creek will require a 
larger park than the facility planned. 
The group's report recommends the pork 
district look Into acquiring an additional 
12 acres In tho area presently designated 
as phase two of the Mill Creek Apart- 
ments. 


Barto said about 2,5-H n TSOIU will use 


the proposed park. Uslnt he guidelines 
established in the park district master 
plan, 23 acres for parks and recreation 
will be needed In Milt Creek. Presently, 
there Is a four-acre site In Frenchman's 
Cove In addition to the 5.5 acres owned 
by the park district In Mill Creek. 


"We feel wo deserve more land than 


this for our subdivision," Barto said. 


The group's report describes '.he pro- 


posed park site that Is located in the 
floodplaln as "not only an eyesore but 
also a health hazard and a danger to the 
children of Mill Creek." The report sug- 
gests that the park board meet with the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District, state soil 
conservation officials and tho village en- 
gineer to discuss ways of correcting soil 
problems. 


THE REPORT also recommends spec- 


ifically that McDonald Creek bo relo- 
cated to the southern end of the site, soil 
be added to tho north end of the site lo 
create a gentle slope down to the creek, 
possibly construct a small pond at tho 
southeast corner of the park and provide 
proper plantings to prevent further ero- 
sion. 


Appeals, which conducted a public hear- 
ing on the project Jan. 12. 


The 96-acro commercial and multi- 


family development Is planned by Kenne- 
dy Brothers, Inc., and a commercial real 
estate firm. Tho board said tho devel- 
opment will complicate tho flooding 
problems of Buffalo Grove, which is 
downstream from the project. 


The developers have said they do not 


Intend to build on tho flood plain area of 
the project. They said they will abide by 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
requirements for drainage and flood wa- 
ter retention. 


THE BOARD also protested the high 


density of the project and the Increased 
traffic It would bring to the area. 
Trustees said It Is bad planning to allow 
such a high density in unincorporated 
areas because It places a burden on po- 
lice, fire and other community services. 


The over-all density of tho project will 


be about 19 units per acre. 


Tursteo Randall Rathjcn, who cast the 


only dissenting vote, said he objected to 
the resolution because It was not con- 
sistent with previous board actions. 
"We're saying It's all right for us to 
build, but not for them," he said. 


Rathjcn was referring to similar proj- 


ects In Buffalo Grove that were approved 
by the board. 


According to Trustee Edward Fablsh, 


however, the Hidden Creek development 
as planned, docs not meet density re- 
quirements as outlined In the recently 
adopted village master plan. 


Rathjcn said It was not the village's 


responsibility to question whether fire, 
police 'and community services in the 
area would bo affected. He said it was 
the responsibility of the government In 
the respective area. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Village 


Board protested tho development of Hid- 
den Creek for tho same reasons as Buf- 
falo Grove, but cited Inharmonlus land 
uses, lack of specific plans for com- 
mercial development and the impact on 
schools as additional reasons for oppos- 
ing It. 


Nick Phillips, a zoning and land plan- 


ner for the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals, told the Arlington Heights pro- 
test was filed with the County Clerk. The 
zoning board will be required 'a approve 
the project by a three-fourths majority 
rather than the usual simple majority. 


Tho zoning board will probably make 


Its recommendation on the project some- 
time In March. It will then go to the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners for 
final action. 


Tho multi-family portion of the project 


Is to Include 1,493 units housing about 
4,075 persons. An IB-acre business area is 
also being proposed as part of the devel- 
opment 


Last year, the Buffalo Grove Village 


Board filed a formal objection with the 
MSD against a development proposed by 
K a s s u b a Trace Development Corp. 
directly west of Hidden Creek on Dundee 
Road, also in an unincorporated area of 
Cook County.

Village weighs public works garage 


The Buffalo Grovo Village Board in a 


workshop session Monday night decided 
to consult several architects to find out 
what a public works garage would cost 
the village. 


Village engineer Arnold Scabcrg told 


the board the garage would probably 
cost between $400,000 and $500,000. Origi- 
nally, the cost was estimated at about 
$300,000. 


Village president Gary Armstrong said 


ho did not think the board could begin 
serious discussion on the garage until it 
had some idea of what It would cost. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson has proposed 


that the garage be partly financed from 
revenue sharing funds. At present the 
village could probably count on $50,000 to 
$55,000 a year from revenue sharing, 
Larson said. The amount could increase, 
ho added. 
• 
• 


OTHER OPTIONS for financing the 


garage Include setting up a lease-pur- 
chase arrangement or holding a general 
obligation bond issue. Larson has com- 


plied a detailed report on existing facil- 
ities and the typo of structure that will 
be needed to accommodate public works 
personnel and equipment in the future. 


Currently, most equipment is stored 


outdoors. Some equipment is housed In a 
small garage connected to the park dis- 
trict building on Raupp Blvd. There are 
also work and storage areas in a building 
on Arlington Heights Road and In the 
lower level of tho village hall. 


In the report, Larson said lack of 


space hampers the efficiency of the pub- 
lic works department. He added that the 
equipment stored outside deteriorates 
faster and is often the target of vandals. 


Larson estimated that the village loses 


up to $25,000 annually because there Is no 
public works garage. 


Trustees Randall Rathjcn and Edward 


Osmon said they were concerned about 
the effect the gartige would have on oth- 
er, village projects. Both said they were 
not sure if the garage should receive pri- 
ority. They, added that the. cost of the 


garage could create a shortage of money 
for other projects. 


ARMSTRONG SAID after the village 


had a better idea of what the garage 
would cost, they could then discuss vil- 
lage priorities. 
. According to Larson's investigation of 
public works facilities in nearby villages 
of comparable size, about four acres will 
be needed for the garage. 
. • The suggested site for the facility Is a 
4.8-acrc parcel adjacent to Lake-Cook 
Road on Raupp Boulevard directly 
across the street from the village hall. 
The site would cost about $96,000. 


Larson suggested purchasing the prop- 


erty with $63,000 in funds due the village 
from the owner of the site, Harold Fried- 
man; Vcrnon Township for the repair of 
Checker Road and the park district for 
the purchase of the land near Willow 
Stream Park. 


II Friedman refuses to sell the proper- 


ty, the village could Initiate con- 
demnation proceedings. 


"I think the land across the street 


from the village hall.should have some 
pubic use," Armstrong said. "I'm pre; 
pared to condemn it as a last resort," be 
added.

R e s i d e n t s of northern Arlingtor 


Heights and southern Buffalo Grove who 
will altciid Buffalo Grove High School 
may get free hus service to the new 
school because of the lack of sidewalks 
along Arlington Heights and Dundee 
roads. 


The High School Dist. 214 board Mon- 


day agreed to study the possibility of 
providing shuttle bus service for resi- 
dents of subdivisions along Arlington 
Heights Road who arc less than one and 
one-half mlbs from the school because of 
the lack of a safe walking route to Buf- 
falo Grove High School. 


The board heard a request for the bus- 


ing from Joseph Clcslcwicz, of 507 E. 
llockberry. Arlington Heights, a repre- 
sentative of residents of the Northgato 
and Berkeley Square subdivisions In Ar- 
lington Heights and the Mill Creek subdi- 
vision In Buffalo Grove. 


Clrslcwicz told the board that residents 


of hU area felt that walking to the school 
along Arlington Heights and Dundee 
roads uould be unsafe bccarsc of the 
condition of the two roads, both of which 
arc scheduled for reconstruction by the 
state within the next few years. 


TDK AREAS of the subdivisions along 


Arlington Heights road arc within 14 
miles of the school. The school district 
must provide free bus transportation for 
students living more than 14 miles from 
a school. 


Cleslowltt told the board, "I myself, 


and I've talked to a lot of other people, 
would rather have my child walk to 
school If it was safe but we'd like busing 
until there Is a safe way to walk " 


Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board he 


had driven through the area and agreed 
that the available walking routes were 
hazardous. He said It may be possible to 
provide one-or two-stop shuttle bus ser- 
vice to the areas without having to add 
extra buses.

C-2 commercial to R-5 multi-family and 
asked for three variations to allow con- 
struction of the proposed $2.5 million 
project: 


• A variation In off-street parking re- 


quirements. City codes demand one 
space per unit. "They won't need that 


many," City Building Comr. Alfred Pri- 
ckctt, who signed the petitions, said. 
"Four out of five people in there won't 
have cars." CCHA plans 45 parking 
spaces. 


• A land-use density variation. The 


city requires TOO square feet of land for 
each one-bedroom apartment and 800 
square feet for two-bedroom units; 


• An apartment floor space variation.

Baby Town lauded before council committee

Although the star witness failed to ap- 


pear, Baby Town day care center in DCS 
Plaines received enthusiastic support 
from about 40 persons during a meeting 
of the city council's code and judiciary 
committee Monday night. 


The meeting was called by Aid. Alan 


Abrams (8th) to examine proposed 
changes in the city's day care center or- 
dinances, but discussion quickly shifted 
to the good and/or evil of Baby Town, at 
2329 Birch St. 


The nursery will be defendant In a 


court case before Judge James J. Mejda 


tomorrow. DCS Plaines is attempting (o 
close the center because of alleged zon- 
ing violation. The non-licensed center is 
located in a residential area. 


Mrs. Lorraine Angell, owner of the 


nursery, requested Feb. 12 to appear be- 
fore the city council. But, she did not 
attend Monday's meeting on advice of her 
attorney. 


"WE REALLY can't go into a great 


deal relative to that suit," Abrams told 
the audience as the meeting started. 
"The concensus today on the council is 
that Baby Town does not comply with 
the zoning ordinance." 


"Why can't tho ordinance be 


changed?" asked several parents with 
Baby Town youngsters who travel dally 
to DCS Plaines from Arlington Heights, 
Hoffman Estates, Chicago, Roscmont 
and Mount Prospect. 


City Planner Michael Richardson has 


recommended that child care homes, 
having less than six children, be allowed 
in residential areas. Day care centers, 
with more than five youngsters would bo 
allowed In multiple-family or com- 
mercial areas. 


"I'm not sure what course the council 


will take hi this matter," Abrams said. 


"If we authorize them in residential 
areas there could be a large number of 
cars, children in yards. People will say 
'fine, but not next to my home.'" 


THE PARENTS, about 75 per cent 


women, and Dr. William Heller of 1173 
Algonquin Rd., argued that residential, 
not commercial areas, are safer for pre- 
school children. "Sooner or later a child 
Is going to be killed in a commercial 
area," Dr. Heller said. "The mother 
stops the car. She has the kid by the 
hand. You know how children are. They 
get away and rush across the street." 


"A lot of us stand to lose our liveli- 


hood, our Jobs over this," Mrs. Anna Ro- 
wan, of 2871 Scott, said. 


"The question is not Baby Town versus 


the city," Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th) said. 


"It's the only one you've attempted to 


close down," Mrs. Anna Rowan said. 
"It's certainly a lot better than these car 
washes and high-rises." 


"You've established hi my mind that 


there Is a need," Erbach said. "The 
question Is — what we're going to do 
about It Any licensing Is a commitment 
to control for the betterment of the resi-

with two counts of murder in the beating 
deaths of her daughters in their Rolling 
Meadows home Monday. 


Mrs. Edfors Is accused of bludgeoning 


to death with a hammer her 8-year-old 
daughter Pamela and 9-year-old daugh- 
ter Debbie. A third child, Timmy, 6, was 
playing with neighbors when the beatings 
occurred. 


Police have not yet questioned Mrs. 


Edfors, who has remained unconscious 
since Monday. A police matron has been 
posted at the hospital to guard her, Po- 
lice Chief Lewis R. Case said yesterday. 


THE VICTIMS WERE found in their 


home at 3600 Jay Ln. Debbie was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital. Pamela was rush- 


ed to Evaiuton Hospital for emergency 
neurosurgcry late Monday suffering sev- 
ere head Injuries. 


A hospital spokesman said she died In 


surgery at 11:53 p.m. Monday. 


Rolling Meadows police filed .the 


charges against the 34-year-old Mrs. Ed- 
fors yesterday morning while she lay un- 
conscious in serious condition at North- 
w e s t Community Hospital. Hospital 
spokesm. n lock Ryon said Mrs. Edfors' 
condition had been deteriorating through 
the day. 


SHE SUSTAINED apparent sclMn- 


fllcted cuts on her wrists and throat dur- 
ing the incident Monday, but Ryon said 
her condition was not worsening because 
of her physical wounds. 


He would not elaborate. However, po- 


lice have speculated Mrs. Edors had tak- 


en some kind of medication prior to the 
beatings. Police also said Mrs. Edors 
had undergone treatment recently at Lu- 
theran General Hospital for a nervous 
breakdown. A spokesman at the hospital 
confirmed yesterday that Mrs. Edfors 
had been a patient there for a week in 
December but declined to comment on 
why she was admitted. 


Mrs. Edfors and her daughters were 


found by her husband, Thomas, 37, when 
he returned from work Monday. Edfors, 
an employe of the Suburban National 
Bank In Elk Grove Village, told police he 
entered the house through the back door 
because the front door had been blocked 
with a hassock. 


Police found Debbie lying dead on the 


floor of the master bedroom and Pamela 
in critical condition lying on the floor of 


an adjoining bedroom in the home. Mrs. 
Edfors was lying in the hallway. 


A CORONER'S INQUEST into the 


girls' deaths will be held in six weeks, 
Cook County coroner's officials told po- 
lice yesterday. The results of autopsies 
performed yesterday and the contents of 
several letters found at the Edfors home 
Monday will also be revealed at the In- 
quest, Case said. 


Case said the bloodstained notes were 


written by Mrs. Edfors, but he has de- 
clined to comment on their contents. 


The murders are believed to have tak- 


en place sometime Monday afternoon, po- 
lice said. Jerry Scholl, principal at Jonas 
Salk School where the Edfors children 
were enrolled, told Case yesterday two 
teachers saw Mrs. Edfors waiting to pick 
up the girls at noon Monday. 


According to the teachers' report, Mrs. 


Edfors did not pick up the girls by auto. 
Police sold the family's 1968 Bulck Sky- 
lark was found after the Incident near 
the family home. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said the children 


were in the habit of going home for lunch 
but that Mrs. Edfors did not normally 
pick them up. The teachers said Mrs.

Joyride turns 
into disaster

An early morning Joyride ended In In- 


juries to about 33 students yesterday 
when a station wagon driven by a 14- 
year-old girl smashed head-on Into a 
school bus. 


Five persons, four of them passengers 


In the auto, were hospitalized with a va- 
riety of Injuries.

In 1969, Powell 
received legislative approval for his 
practice of "breaking a tic" when candi- 
dates' petitions arrived at his office by 
mall at the same time. 


The two presidential and trustee hope- 


fuls said the discretionary power of the 
clerk to arrango the ballot was unfair 
despite tho question of whether or not the 
practice was legal. 


According to state statutes, the candi- 


dates' names "shall be placed in sepa- 
rate columns on the ballot in such order 
as the authorities charged with tho print- 
Ing of the ballots shall decide."

'Only had time to scream': student

Mrs. Elaine Edfors has been charged 


with two counts of murder in the beating 
deaths of her daughters in their Rolling 
Meadows home Monday. 


Mrs. 
Edfors is accused of bludgeoning 


to death with a hammer her 8-year-old 
daughter Pamela and 9-year-old daugh- 
ter Debbie. A third child, Tlmmy, 6, was 
playing with neighbors when the beatings 
occurred. 


Police have not yet questioned Mrs. 


Edfors, who has remained unconscious 
since Monday. A police matron has been 
posted at the hospital to guard her, Po- 
lice Chief Lewis R. Case said yesterday. 


THE VICTIMS WERE found in their 


home at 3600 Jay Ln. Debbie was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at Northwest 
Community Hospital Pamela was rush- 
ed to Evanstnn Hospital for emergency 
neurosurgcry late Monday suffering sev- 
ere head injuries. 


A hospital spokesman said she died in 


surgery at 11:55 p.m. Monday. 


Rolling 
M.-adows police filed 
the 


charges agaitut the 34-year-old Mrs. Ed- 
fors yesterday morning while she lay un- 
conscious in serious condition at North- 
w e s t Community Hospital. Hospital 
spokesman Jack Ryon said Mrs. Edfors' 
condition had been deteriorating through 
the duy. 


SHE SUSTAINED apparent self-In- 


flicted cuts on her wrists and throat dur- 
ing the incident Monday, but Ryon said 
her condition was not worsening because 
of her physical wounds. 


He would not elaborate. However, po- 


lice have speculated Mrs. Edors had tak- 
en some kind of medication prior to the 
beatings. Police also said Mrs. Edors 


had undergone treatment recently at Lu- 
theran General Hospital for a nervous 
breakdown. A spokesman at the hospital 
confirmed yesterday that Mrs. Edfors 
had been a patient there for a week in 
December but declined to comment on 
why she was admitted. 


Mrs. Edfors and her daughters were 


found by her husband, Thomas, 37, when 
he returned from work Monday. Edfors, 
an employe of the Suburban National 
Dank in Elk Grove Village, told police he ' 
entered the house through the back door 
because the front door had been blocked 
with a hassock. 


Police found Debbie lying dead on the 


floor of the master bedroom and Pamela 
in critical condition lying on the floor of 
an adjoining bedroom in the home.,Mrs. 
Edfors was lying hi the hallway. 


A CORONER'S INQUEST into the 


girls' deaths will be held In six weeks, 
Cook County coroner's officials told po- 
lice yesterday. The results of autopsies 
several letters found at the Edfors home 
Monday will also be revealed at the in- 
quest, Case said. 


Case said the bloodstained notes were 


written by Mrs. Edfors, but he has de- 
clined to comment on their contents. 


The murders are believed to have tak- 


en place sometime Monday afternoon, po- 
lice said. Jerry Scholl, principal at Jonas 
Salk School where the Edfors children 
were enrolled, told Case yesterday two 
teachers saw Mrs. Edfors waiting to pick 
up the girls at noon Monday. 


According to the teachers' report, Mrs. 


Edfors did not pick up the girls by auto. 
Police said the family's 1968 Buick Sky- 
lark was found after the Incident near 
the family home.

In order to comply with these 
regulation, the forest preserve district 
had originally intended to continue tree 
burning by using closed-pit air curtain 
destructors. 


The EPA granted the forest preserve 


district permission to continue open 
burning while experimenting with the 
closed-pit burning. Experience with one 
air curtain destructor, however, In- 
dicated the closed pit burning would be 
too expensive for general operation. 


The site was closed to the public when 


the Illinois EPA's extension expired. The 
air curtain destructor has since been 
used by the forest preserve to burn their 
own trees. 
> 


SINCE THE Sir?, was'closed, villages 


and private arborists have been forced to 
lalfb their trees to sanitary landfills for 
disposal. These landfills, however, are 
reaching their capacity, and arc reluc- 
tant to take the trees which take up a lot 
of s p a c e because they arc non- 
compressible. 


Gabriel said he thought the recycling 


operation would be helpful to the nearby 
villages. "It'll take a large burden off 
the various villages," he said. "Sanitary 
landfills aren't particularly happy about 
taking these materials." 


According to Gabriel, such rccylclng of 


diseased trees has been done before, but 
"not to this extent." He said this ap- 
proach to disposing of diseased trees was 
fairly new in this area. 


Gabriel said he expects there will be 


bidders for the project since he has al- 
ready received several Inquiries about 
establishing this type of operation. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said he thought this new alternative to 
tree-burning will be accepted In the vil- 
lage. "I think It will be well received 
because It would not result In the air pol- 
lution that the oilier did." 


According to Passolt, when the open 


burning was still going on, the village 
used to get smoke and ash floating Into 
the area when the wind came from the 
cast.

Convenience stores in hours squeeze

In the highly competitive retail gro- 


cery business, success Is measured by 
the number of bananas, bread sticks and 
brownie mixes sold. 


Peddle more than the next guy, and 


your cash register will ring well into the 
night. 


Or at least until a ir.ghboring store 


starts staying open at n!ght too. 


It was Inevitable really. The man- 


agers of the Convenient Food Mart and 
the Stop-N-Go Food Store In Palatine 
could see it coming as soon as the near- 
by Jewel began remaining open until 
midnight. 


AND FINALLY, Just a few months af- 


ter the Jewel's late hours began, both of 
the small stores folded. 


"We felt It almost immediately," said 


David Lamp, area supervisor of the Sto- 
•N-Go chain. "We hod a 50 per cent drop 
In business the first week the Jewel 
stayed open." 


William Naumes, Chicago regional di- 


rector of the Convenient stores, agrees. 
Though there were other factors Involved 


in the closing of the Convenient at 18 S. 
Greelcy St., the late-night hours of the 
Jewel three blocks away provided "the 
crippling blow." 


"It killed the night business," he said 


simply. 


The small stores are dependent on 


night business to survive. They don't 
have as wide a selection of merchandise 
as the larger chain stores, and except for 
some dairy products, they charge more. 


SALES IN THE convenience stores 


generally amount to little more than a 
quart of milk, p loaf of bread, a pack of 
cigarettes — Items forgotten during a 
major shopping trip or not needed until 
later In the day. 


According to Naumes, the typical Con- 


venient shopper spends about $1.25. 
Many of the smaller stores don't even 
bother providing shopping certs; they re- 
alize their trade Is limited to two or 
three items per customer. 


"That was the concept of our type of 


store In the first place," said Naumes. 
"To be open at night and on Sundays 
when the others were closed." 


NOW THAT MORE of the large chain 


stores are remaining open late and on 
Sundays — besides the Jewel, the Nation- 
al and Domlnlck's chains have also ex- 
perimented with midnight hours — the 
small stores located near the large stores 
are feeling the pinch. 


The assumption is once shoppers have 


gotten in their cars, they'll drive the ex- 
tra block or two to the larger store, 
where they'll have a bigger selection and 
lower prices. 


Virtually unaffected by the trend are 


the small stores located more than a 
mile or two from the,late-night chain 
stores. 


Tom DePaepc, owner of the 7-Eleven 


Food Store, 753 W. Palatine Rd., reports 
business at his store was not hurt by the 
late hours initiated by the chain stores 
last summer. Similar findings were re- 
ported by the managers of the 7-Eleven 
at 427 E. Palatine Rd. and the Con- 
venient at 301 S. Rohlwing Rd. 


ALL THREE of these stores are iso- 


lated from the downtown and Northwest 
Highway grocery store competition. 


Other factors can contribute to a 


store's downfall besides its location, own- 
ers indicated. Both the Convenient and 
the Stop-N-Go that closed were short on 
parking, and neither carried ready-made 
sandwiches like some stores. 


The Stop-N-Go, in particular, was hurt 


when the Palatine depot was moved VA 
years ago. Previously, many commuters 
would stop by the store, at 46 E. Palatine 
Rd., to pick up items on the way home. 
Now, the train stops a few blocks north- 
west of the store. 


The two stores were able to get by de- 


spite these problems. Their owners agree 
It was the competitive hours of the Jewel 
that did them In. 


And the Jewel? The expanded hours 


have worked out "very well," said resi- 
dent supervisor Jim Shalek. The hours 
have been cut back slightly on Sundays 
and some of the other chains have re- 
duced their late hours during the week, 
but as long as it remains profitable, late 
night shopping in chain stores is here to 
stay.

school bus. 


Five persons, four of them passengers 


in the auto, were hospitalized with a va- 
riety of injuries. 


The accident occurred just north of the 


intersection of Roselle and Wise roads 
when Elizabeth Wojlcki, of 1432 S. Sunset 
Dr., Schaumburg Township, reportedly 
lost control of the station wagon she was 
driving and struck the bus, loaded with 
60 students bound for Robert Frost Ju- 
nior High School.

' man William Miller. 


The action could lengthen or com- 


pletely alter the racing season at Arling- 
ton Park which Is now set to open April 
19 and close July 24. 


TRACK OFFICIALS here had hoped 


for the changes, but with the April open- 
ing just seven weeks o(f, It Is doubtful 


• whether they can expect, or even still 
• want to sec, the racing schedule turned 


topsy-turvy.

has been out of town and unavailable for

terprises, Including the scheduling and 
stabling of horses, printing o. programs, 
ordering of concessions and the hiring of 
the hundreds of seasonal employes who 
man the track each summer. 


Even In the fast-breaking world of big 


stakes horse racing, this kind of sched- 
uling cannot be made easily overnight. 


BEYOND THE uncertainties of racing 


dates and the attendant multi-million dol- 
lar question of. revenue, the controversy 
must be affecting other plans at Arling- 
ton Park. 


Track officials have been given a vil- 


lage okay to hold a large-scale "Future 
of America Fair" sometime after the 
close of the 1973 thoroughbred season. As 
presented, the fair would boast cxhlb.- 
tions, entertainment programs, amuse- 
ments and projected attendance figures 
that will rival many stale fairs. 


Should Arlington be allowed to race 


through or close to Labor Day, as was 
once hoped, the scheduling of the fair 
could be greatly altered If the track Is 
not forced to close Its gates on July 24. 


The Village of Arlington Heights and 


its residents arc also interested parties 
In the whole racing dates fiasco. 


KVEKY YEAR a goodly number of 


homeowner* In Arlington Heights and 
nearby Rolling Meadows do their best to 
prepare for the onslaught of cars and 
buses bringing racing patrons to the Ar- 
lington grandstand. 


Suburban commuters, anxious to use 


the new Chicago and North Western Ry. 
passenger depot being built at the track, 
arc left wondering about the logistical 
"what, when and how" their parking and 
riding needs will be meshed with those of 
the race track fans.

Still-unconscious mother charged 
with murder of her two daughters

Mrs. Elaine Edfon has been charged 


with two counts of murder In the beating 
deaths of her daughters in their Rolling 
Meadows home Monday. 


Mrs. Edfor" Is accused of bludgeoning 


to death with a hammer her 8-year-old 
daughter Pamela and 9-year-old daugh- 
ter Debbie. A third child, Tlmmy, 6, was 
playing with neighbors when the beatings 
occurred. 


Police have not yet questioned Mrs. 


Edfors, who has remained unconscious 
since Monday. A police matron has been 
posted at the hospital to guard her, Po- 
lice Chief Lewis R. Case said yesterday. 


TIIE VICTIMS WEHE found In their 


home at 3600 Jay Ln. Debbie was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival al Northwest 
Community Hospital. Pamela was rush- 
ed to Evanston Hospital for emergency 
ncurMurgcry late Monday suffering sev- 
ere head Injuries. 


A hospital spokesman said she died In 


surgery at 11:55 p.m. Monday. 


Rolling Meadows police filed 
tho 


charges against the 31-year-old Mrs. Ed- 
fors yesterday morning while she lay un- 
conscious in serious condition at North- 
west Community Hospital. Hospital 
spokesman Jack Ryon said Mrs. Edfors' 


condition had been deteriorating through 
the day. 


SHE SUSTAINED apparent self-in- 


flicted cuts on her wrists and throat dur- 
ing the Incident Monday, but Ryon said 
her condition was not worsening because 
of her physical wounds. 


Ho would not elaborate. However, po- 


lice have speculated Mrs. Edors had tak- 
en some kind of medication prior to tho 
beatings. Police also said Mrs. Edors 
had undergone treatment recently at Lu- 
theran General Hospital for a nervous 
breakdown. A spokesman at the hospital 
confirmed yesterday that Mrs. Edfors 
had been a patient there for a week in 
December but declined to commsnt on 
why she was admitted. , 


Mrs. Edfors and her daughters were 


found by her husband, Thomas, 37, v/licn 
he returned from'work Monday. Edfors, 
an employe of the Suburban National 
Bank In Elk Grove Village, told police ho 
entered the house through the back door 
because the front door had been blocked 
with a hassock. 


Police found Debbie lying dead on the 


"floor ot tho master bedroom and Pamela 
In critical condition lying on tho floor of 
an adjoining bedroom in tho home. Mrs. 
Edfors was lying In the hallway.

Under terms of that 
resolution, the city will prepare a map 
outlining problem flood areas, land ele- 
vation, and designated flood plain land in 
the city. 


These land use control measures must 


be reviewed by tho Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development before) the 
city can qualify for the insurance. A final 
determination from the government must 
then came on whether the city can take 
part In the plan. 


A NUMBER OF LOCAL municipalities 


have already qualified for the program, 
Including Arlington Heights and Pala- 
tine. Thn program is being underwritten 
by the federal government because pri- 
vate Insurance companies will not pro- 
vide flood Insurance due to high risk fac- 
tors. 


The insurance is available to home- 


owners and businesses within a qualified 
community, with up to 90 per cent of pro- 
mlum costs paid for by the federal gov- 
ernment.

Girl's joyride turns into disaster

An early morning joyride ended in In- 


juries to about 35 students yesterday 
when a station wagon driven by a 14- 
year-old girl smashed head-on into a 
school bus. 


Five persons, four of them passengers 


In the auto, were hospitalized with a va- 
riety of injuries. 


The accident occurred just north of the 


Intersection of Rosclle and Wise roads 
when Elizabeth Wojicki, of 1432 S. Sunset 
Dr., Schaumburg Township, reportedly 
lost control of the station wagon she was

driving and struck the bus, loaded with 
60 students bound for Robert Frost Ju- 
nior High School. 


The girl, a student at Schaumburg 


High School, allegedly left the scene of 
the accident on foot. Police said the driv- 
er then returned home and took another 
bus to Schaumburg High School. 


SHE WAS LATER taken to Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center by her parents 
for examination. She was not admitted. 


Police said the Wojicki car had turned 


north on Rosclle Road when the driver 
lost control of the auto, ran Into a ditch 
and crossed the center of the road strik- 
ing the bus. 


Police said the girl will be charged 


with driving on the wrong side of the 
road, leaving the scene of a personal in- 
jury accident and driving without an op- 
erator's license. 


All of the passengers on the bus were 


from Hoffman Estates. They were taken 
to Alexian Brothers Medical Center for 
treatment. Four other persons were In 
Miss Wojickl's car at the time of the ac- 
cident. They appeared to be the most se- 
riously injured. There were 60 students 
on tho bus. 


Hospital officials said Theresa Tolen- 


tino, 13, of 276 Newport Rd., Hoffman Es- 
tates was reported In fair condition with 
possible abdominal injuries. She was a 
passenger on the bus. 


TIIE PASSENGERS of the auto, who 


were admitted for treatment, were 
Gloria Torno, 13, of 1121 S. Summit Ln., 
Schaumburg Township, reported in fair 
condition In the hospital's Intensive care 
unit with acute abdominal and other mul- 
tiple Injuries. 


Joan Guerra, 14, of 132K S. Sunset Ln., 


Schaumburg Township, reported in good 
condition with head injuries. 


Karen Blake, 13, of 421 E. Wise Rd., 


Schaumburg Township, reported in fair 
condition In the intensive care unit with 
head Injuries. 


A fourth passenger of the auto, Chris 


Schriebung, 14, of 1615 S. Sunset Dr., 
Schaumburg, was reported in fair condi- 


tion in the Intensive care unit with facial 
lacerations. She was to be operated on 
this morning, hospital officials said. 


Ambulances from Schaumburg, Hoff- 


man Estates, Rosellc and OnUriovlllo 
transported about 30 other youngsters to 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center for ex- 
aminations and treatment. The students 
suffered a variety of lacerations, and 
bruises, a hospital spokesman said. 


The students regularly rode bus num- 


ber 33, but yesterday were on bus num- 
ber 69. 


Traffic along Roselle Road was re- 


routed for about 30 minutes while police 
and emergency crews cleared the acci- 
dent scene. 


The driver of bus, Rose Mario Pic- 


clotto, 31, of 408 Redwood Ln., Schaum- 
burg, was not charged in the accident 
and did not suffer any injuries.

14-year-old's early-morning joyride ends in disaster

An early morning joyride ended In In- 


juries to abuut 35 students yesterday 
when a station wagon driven by a 14- 
year-old girl smashed head-on UHo a 
school bus. 


Five persons, four of them passengers 


in the auto, were hospitalized with a va- 
riety of Injuries. 


The accident occurred just north of the 


Intersection of Roselle and Wise roads 
when Elizabeth Wojlckl, of 1432 S. Sunset 
Dr., Sctuumburg Township, reportedly 
lost control of the station wagon she was 
driving and struck the bus, loaded with 
60 students bound for Robert Frost Ju- 
nior High School. 


The girl, a student at Schaumburg 


High School, allegedly left the scene of 
the accident on foot. Police said the driv- 
er then returned home and took another 
bus to Schaumburg High School. 


SHE WAS LATER taken to Alcxlan 


Brothers Medical Center by her parents 
for examination. She was not admitted. 


Police said the Wojlckl car had turned 


north on Kosclle Road when the driver 
lost control of the auto, ran Into a ditch 
and crossed the center of the road strik- 
ing the bus. 


Police said the girl will be charged 


with driving on the wrong side of the 
road, leaving the scene of a personal In- 
jury accident and driving without an op- 
erator's license.

The Schreibungs* ordeal 
A morning of uncertainty and fear 


by NANCY COWGER 


*A call at about 9 a.m. yesterday told 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Schrelbung, 1615 S. 
Sunset Dr., Schaumburg their daughter 
was believed to be the victim of an auto 
accident and was unconscious at North- 
west Community Hospital, Arlington 
Heights. 


From that time on, uncertainty was 


their nemesis. Was the girl In the emer- 
gency room their daughter Chris? The 
description sounded like her, the clothes 
sounded like her clothes. But teenagers 
tend to dress alike, and their Chris was 
on a school bus, or so they thought. 


And Julie, their younger dnuphtct. 


What happened to her? She was on the 
bus too — but then the hospital had sold 
Chris was In a car. 


The questions welled Inside them. But 


they couldn't speak them. 


When they got to the hospital, the girl 


they found was indeed their Chris, a 14- 
year-old eighth grade student at Robert 
Frost Junior High School. 


"SHE LOOKS terrible," said Schrel- 


bung, with tears escaping from the lids 
of his eyes. . 


Hospital officials had said she was 


bleeding profusely. 


Schrelbung still could not understand 


why Chris was In the car, and did not 
know where Julie was. Had she been In 
the car too? Was that her school bus In 
the accident? Was she Injured? Was she 
at school? Why couldn't somebody tell 
them? 


The Schrelbungs contacted their other 


older children. Beside Julie, 12, they 
have one younger child, Mark, 10, and 
five older than Chris. As the family gath- 
ered, they stayed close but silent, watt- 
ing for some kind of news. 


By the time the others got there, the 


Schrelbungs had finally learned Julie's 
whereabouts. She was safe in school, an 
assistant principal told.them. He had 
talked to Julie, and learned that Chris 
had gotten Into a car not far from home 
with four other girls. He could tell them 
no more — but he had said the most 
important words for them — Julie was 
safe. 


The Schrelbungs gripped each other, 


the father sobbing, unable to voice their 
relief. 


A hospital spokesman described Chris' 


injuries as serious, "but not life-threat- 
ening in anyway." She probably would 
need plastic surgery, he said. 


THE SHREIBUNGS new a plastic sur- 


geon was with Chris. He had performed 


repair surgery. The emotional effects on 
Chris were stilt unknown. It was 10:30 
a.m. and she was just beginning to re- 
gain consciousness. The burden of fear 
eased somewhat when Chris' condition 
was classified as fair — not serious or 
critical, although she was admitted to 
the intensive care unit. 


Chris is not particularly active In 


school, said the Schrelbungs. Eut she 
skis on weekends, and also enjoys bawl- 
ing and horseback riding. 


She wo; really excited this week, said 


her parents — she soon will be a high 
school student and Saturday she took 
four solid hours of tests for placement at 
high school. 


And now the family would work toward 


recovering from their shock. Just a 
month ago, Schrelbung was in an acci- 
dent himself, injuring both knees and 
wrecking his auto, said his wife. And 
now Chris was hurt. It was so much to 
handle, the fear and the worry when they 
had not experienced this type of thing 
before.

An $8033,000 solution to Mount Pros- 


pect's serious flooding problems has 
been proposed by the engineering firm of 
Consocr, Townscnd and Associates. 


Among suggestions included In the 


study, which Is still in the draft .stage, 
are a scries of relief storm sewers In 
most areas of the village, seven new per- 
manent retention basins ami one tem- 
porary retention basin. The proposal was 
presented to the Drainage and Clean 
Streams Commission Monday night. 


Two basic studies were done by Con- 


socr, Townseml engineers for Mount 
Prospect. They studied the current sewer 
system for its adequacy and found It to 
be about SO per cent of what It should be. 
They also tabulated the village's flood 
damage survey results to come up with a 
list of the most flood-prone areas. 


Seventeen of the 20 most flood-prone 


areas were In the Welter Creek water- 
shed (based on percentage of homes 
flooded, frequency flooded, duration and 
depth of flooding In yards and base- 
ments). Tha recommended measure are 
to alleviate flooding In these areas, ac- 
cording to Walter Model of the engineer- 
ing firm. 


.MOST OF THE cost estimated by Con- 


socr. Townscnd Mas for material) and 
COIUtrtlCtlon. Only $400.000 was Included 
for land purchase, which Is needed for 
two of the proposed retention basin sites. 


The first of these would be south of 


Laurence Lane and west of Meier Road, 
either on church or farm property just 
ouNdo the village limits. The report 
called for a 65-acre-foot retention basin 
there The second, more costly site would 
be for a 120-acrc-foot basin on Magnus 
Farm property Just north of Hattcn 
Helahts. 


Three small basins, 3-acre-feet each, 


are suggested for the Commonwealth 
Edison right of way. Two would be on 
cither side of Redwood Drive and the 
third west on Llnnemnn Road.

The Herald stands behind 
that editorial opinion. The following If a 
rebuttal. 


We who arc currently serving on tho 


executive committee 
of the Arlington 


Heights Caucus have carefully consid- 
ered the content ot and conclusions 
reached In the articles by Roger Capet- 
tin! and your subsequent editorial de- 
scribing tho caucus system u "sterile 
and outmoded." We fully recognize the 
right and duty of a free press to follow 
and comment on an organization In- 


volved In the political process that pro- 
duces our elected officials and we con- 
gratulate the Herald on Its excellent cov- 
erage and cooperation during the candi- 
date recommendation proceedings prior 
to the second meeting. We attribute the 
vast Improvement In voter turnout at the 
second meeting to the excellent publicity 
provided In Herald news articles. 


We believe the caucus system gives ev- 


ery registered voter In Arlington Heights 
the best opportunity to take part in (he 
selection of caucus candidates. At the 
first open meeting all voters group them- 
selves by precincts and each precinct 
elects Its representative to serve on the 
candidate recommendation committee. 
Each precinct election is conducted au- 
tonomously without Interference or direc- 
tion from anyone. Only the people within 
that precinct have any control over who 
Is elected. The fact that your reporter, 


Roger Capettini, was chosen to serve Is 
an example of this. We acknowledge the 
fact that the first open meeting last No- 
vember was poorly attended and that 
those who came represented a very 
small percentage of Arlington Heights 
voters. This was not the result of any 
restrictions imposed by the caucus but 
rather to a lack of general Interest on the 
part of the voting public. We emphasize 
that the opportunity is there for all. 


WE DISAGREE with the assertion the 


caucus caters to only a few residents in 
the candidate recommendation process. 
Upon formation, the recommendation 
committee sent over 300 letters to Indi- 
viduals, homeowners associations and 
other civic organizations, inviting them 
to recommend qualified persons to be in- 
terviewed. Every person who was so rec- 
ommended was contacted, in writing, 
and invited to appear for an interview. 


The Herald's assertion a "power base" 


exists within the caucus is unfounded. 
The present executive committee con- 
sists of nine people. Only one has served 
on the executive committee before and 
only one has previously served on the 
candidate recommendation committee. 
Of the 20 members of the candidate rec- 
ommendation committee — only three 
have served previously. 


We believe It is an Illusion to consider 


the caucus to be so powerful that it pre- 
vents other parties or candidates from 
having any chance of success. Certainly 
the election of two yean ago where only 
one out of four caucus candidates was 
elected should be clear evidence that 
when circumstances exist and Issues 
arise, opposition and competition will re- 
sult. Those of us who support and partici- 
pate In the caucus firmly believe U Is a 
good means of selecting candidates but 


we have never pronounced it to be the 
only way. 


Voter apathy Is a problem and a con- 


cern to us. We tend to relieve, however, 
this apathy is due in part to the fact that 
most residents believe, for the most part, 
the village has been well governed dur- 
ing the past IS years and those who have 
been elected have done a good Job. Con- 
troversy and public outcry have been at 
a minimum. People seem to have been 
satisfied. We seldom see Herald edito- 
rials criticizing the village's elected offi- 
cials. 


THE HERALD editorial referred to the 


election campaigns In Palatine and 
Mount Prospect as "wholesome" and 
"vibrant." Th°se are subjective terms 
but we believe there are many who 
would question th- desirability of cam- 
paigns of that nature here in Arlington 
Heights. 


We do not advocate the caucus as the 


only way to put forth candidates. Nothing 
hi the, caucus system prevents those who 
desire to run In opposition. But, based on 
the record of the past 15 years we be- 
lieve the caucus has produced good 
people who have served with Integrity. 


In the faD of 1974 this committee 


pledges to do its utmost, within a limited 
budget, to inform and encourage all vot- 
ers in Arlington Heights to attend and 
participate in the open meeting that will 
select the text candidate recommenda- 
tion committee.

Race board still stalling track start

With the slated oenlng of' Arlington 


Park Race Track only a month and a 
half away, the Illinois Racing Board still 
appears bent on changing this year's rac- 
ing calendar. 
. 


The board Is scheduled to meet again 


tomorrow to consider revoking the 27 
thoroughbred racing days and 60 harness 
dates it awarded to racing associations 
controlled by former racing board chair- 
man William Miller. 


The action could lengthen or com- 


pletely alter the racing season nt Arling- 
ton Park which is now set to open April 
19 and close July 24. 


TRACK OFFICIALS here had hoped 


for the changes, but with the April open- 


ing just seven weeks off, it is doubtful 
whether they can expect, or even still 
wont to sec, the racing schedule turned 
topsy-turvy. 


Arlington Park spokesman Tom Rivera 


has been out of town and unavailable for 
comment this week, but in the past Riv- 
era has alluded to scheduling problems 
caused the track because of uncertainty 
over the 1973 dates. 


A successful racing meet Involves the 


dovetailing of a myriad of separate en- 
terprises, Including the scheduling one' 
stabling of horses, printing of programs, 
ordering of concessions and the hiring of 
the hundreds of seasonal employes who 
man the track each summer. 


Even In the fast-breaking world of big 


stakes horse racing, this kind of sched- 
uling cannot be made easily overnight.

BEYOND THE uncertainties of racing 


dates and fio attendant multi-million dol- 
lar question of revenue, the controversy 
must be affecting other plans at Arling- 
ton Park. 


Track officials have been given a vil- 


lage okay to hold a large-scale "Future 
of America Fair" sometime after the 
close of the 1973 thoroughbred season. As 
presented, the fair would boast exhibi- 
tions, entertainment programs, amuse- 
ments and projected attendance figures 
that will rival many state fairs. 


Should Arlington be allowed to race 


through or close to Labor Day, as was 
once hoped, the scheduling of the fair 
could be greatly altered If the track Is 
not forced to close its gates on July 24. 


The Village of Arlington Heights and 


its residents are also interested parties 
in the whole racing dates fiasco.

The Buffalo Grove Village Board Mon- 


day night Joined Arlington Heights la 
adopting a resolution protesting plans for 
the Hidden Creek development at the 
northwest corner of Dundee Road and 111. 
Rte. S3 in unincorporated Cook County. 


Ilezonlng of the property Is pending be- 


(ore the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals, wlilch conducted a public bear- 
ing on the project Jan. 12. 


The 94-acre commercial and multi- 


family development Is planned by Kenne- 
dy Brothers, Inc., and a commercial real 
estate firm. The board said the devel- 
opment will complicate the flooding 
problems of Buffalo Grove, which is 
downstream from the project. 


The developers have said they do not 


Intend to build on the flood plain area of 
the project. They said they will abide by 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
requirements for drainage and flood wa- 
ter retention. 


THE BOARD also protested the high 


density of the project and the Increased 
traffic It would bring to the area. 
Trustees said It is bad planning to allow 
such a high density In unincorporated 
areas because it places a burden on po- 
lice, fire and other community services.

set Dr., Schaumburg. Chris was not In 
the school bus. 


Ryon had been busy since 3 a.m. the 


aamc day with calls concerning the 
deaths of two children and Injuries of 
their mother, all from Rolling Meadows. 


The pace of serious Injuries In the 


past two weeks was unusually high for 
that hospital, said Ryon, reporting there 
had been at least a dozen traumatic In- 
juries and deaths. They were coming 
"right on top of one another," he said.
